ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will accept the pro- 
visions of Chapter 209 of the Acts of the year 1908, entitled, 
‘““An Act to provide for the protection of forest or sprout 
lands from fire.’’ 


Section 1 of this Act reads as follows: 


In a town which accepts the provisions of this act or has 
accepted corresponding provisions of earlier laws, no fires shall 
be set in the open air between the first day of April and the 
first day of December, except by the written permission of 
the Forest Warden, provided that debris from fields, gardens 
and orchards, or leaves and brush from yards, may be burned 
on ploughed fields by the owner thereof, their agents or lessees, 
but in every case such fire shall be at least two hundred feet 
distant from any forest or sprout lands, and shall be properly 
attended, until it is extinguished. 

The Forest Warden shall cause public notice to be given of 
the provisions of this section, and shall enforce the same. 
Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one month, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 


23 


Section 5 of this Act reads as follows: 


The selectmen of every town shall cause this act to be sub- 
mitted to the voters for their acceptance at the next annual 
meeting of the town after the passage of this act. The vote 
shall be taken by separate ballot, and shall be ‘‘ Yes’’ or ‘‘No’’ 
in answer to the following question printed upon the ballot: 
‘© hall an act passed by the general court in the year nineteen 
hundred and eight, entitled ‘An Act to provide for the pro- 
tection of forest or sprout lands from fire’ be accepted by this 
town?’’ A majority vote of the legal voters present and voting 
at such meeting shall be required for the acceptance of this 
act; and upon such acceptance the provisions of section 
twenty-four of chapter thirty-two of the Revised Laws shall 
cease to apply.to any town which has previously accepted that 
section.

ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will accept a legacy of 
.two thousand dollars bequeathed to it by the late Henry F. 
Johnson for the benefit of Wildwood Cemetery, in accordance 
with the terms and upon conditions of said gift. Said legacy 
reads as follows; 


“IT give and bequeath to the said Town of Winchester the 
sum of Two thousand Dollars ($2000.00) for the benefit of 
said Wildwood Cemetery, but upon the following conditions: 
If there is any inheritance tax on this legacy, the said Town 
shall pay into the Fund the amount thereof so that the Fund 
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Shall start with an even Two thousand Dollars ($2000.00). 
The Fund shall be under the charge of the Board of Selectmen 
for the time being, but in the custody of the Town Treasurer. 
Should the said Town become a city then the Fund is to be 
under the charge and in the custody of three Trustees to be 
chosen by the officers of the city which correspond to selectmen 
of towns. The Fund shall be deposited in savings banks in 
said Commonwealth or invested in such securities as said 
savings banks may by law invest their money in. If there 
should be any premium or accrued interest or other expense 
paid for investments, the said Town or its successors shall pay 
such premiums or accrued interest or other expense. If there 
should be any loss or shrinkage in the value of the Fund, the 
said Town or its successors shall make good such loss or 
shrinkage by payment of money into the Fund, but if any 
gain is made in the Fund it shall continue in the Fund. The 
said Town or its successors shall pay all the cost of the ad- 
ministration of the Fund. All income of the Fund from the 
time of its commencement until the last day of the follow- 
ing year shall be added to the principal and invested as such, 
but beginning with the third year and thereafter, some time 
in each following month of January, one half of the income of 
the previous year shall be paid into the treasury of said Town 
or its successors to be used for the care and maintenance of 
said Cemetery, and the other half of said income shall be added 
to the principal and invested as such. Provided however that 
the said Town accepts this legacy within one year after it has 
been offered to the said Town by my said Executor, and my 
said Executor shall offer this legacy within two years after his 
appointment by the said Probate Court. And provided that 
the said Town accepts this legacy upon the conditions herein 
stipulated by more than Thirty-three and one third (334) per 
cent of the voters duly qualified to vote in town affairs at the 
time of the town meeting, and by more than Ninety (90) per 
cent of the votes cast thereat in the town meeting, of which 
due notice has been inserted by an article in the warrant calling 
such meeting; it is further provided that if the said Thirty- 
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three and one third (834) per cent and the Ninety (90) per 
cent do not vote affirmatively at one meeting to accept this 
legacy, the said Town may take another vote at another town 
meeting upon the same conditions as heretofore stated, but 
not over two votes shall ever be taken thereon, and if the con- 
ditions are not acecpted by the numbers heretofore stated, 
then this legacy shall be void.’’

ARTICLE 4. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town 
officers and committees heretofore appointed by the Town, 
and to appoint other committees.

First. The proceedings of this meeting shall be governed 
by the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual of 
Parliamentary Practice except as modified by law or by the 
following rules. 


Second. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two- 
thirds vote. If, when the previous question is moved, the 
meeting shall decide that it shall not be ordered, the debate 
shall continue as if the previous question had not been moved. 


Third. Upon the motion to lay on the table, not more than 
ten minutes shall be allowed for debate, and no person shall 
speak thereon more than three minutes. 


‘Fourth. No person shall speak more than once on any one 
subject if any other citizen who has not already spoken thereon 
shall desire to speak, nor shall any person speak more than ten 
minutes at one time except by vote of permission.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


HIGHWAYS. 


During the past year, in addition to the ordinary repairs, 
Cross Street has been rebuilt with macadam from the Woburn 
line to the point in the street where the macadam which was 
built in 1906 ended; High Street has been completed with the 
exception of paving the gutters; Prospect Street has been re- 
built with macadam, the gutter on the south side entirely re- 
paved and the one on the north side repaved where necessary. 


The Washington Street surface drainage has been com- 
pleted and the street put in safe condition for travel; the com- 
pletion of the work on this street was left until the drainage 
trench should have entirely settled. 


The Boston and Northein Street Railway has its rails ready 
and will relay its tracks from the corner of Forest Street and 
Highland Avenue, to the turnout opposite the Baptist Church 
early in the spring; after which the street can be finished. 
Highland Ave. has been completed to Forest Street and a 
portion of Forest Street, about 1400 feet from the Stoneham 
line, has been resurfaced. 


We refer you to the reports of the Supt. of Streets and the 
Town Engineer for details of work done the past year. 


Early in the spring we were informed by the Inspector of 
Animals that, owing to old age and other infirmities, it would 
be wise, if not necessary, to dispose of three of our horses. 
Acting on his advice we sold the three horses for $275.00. 
Knowing that the department was not too well equipped with 
hoises we decided to buy four new ones which we did at a 
cost of $1,225.00; this expense together with other unexpected 
expenditures compelled us to come before the Town last fall 
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and ask for five thousand dollars to enable us to complete the 
season’s work. Since that meeting we have made good a deficit 
inthe surface drainage account of twelve hundred dollars: 
finished High Street as reported above, and rebuilt Prospect 
Street. We have also cleaned all the catch basins as well as 
taking care of the regular fall cleaning of the streets and have 
a balance to the credit of Highway account of about twelve 
hundred dollars. 

As the amount set aside bythe appropriations committee for 
care of town stable is exhausted, we shall, from now on, have 
to maintain the stable from Highway account. 


SIDEWALKS. 


While our streets are in good condition our sidewalks are 
not by any means what they should be. We have expended all 
the money we could possibly spare on them the past year but 
a much larger sum should be spent next year in order to put 
them in a creditable condition. 


STREET WATERING. 


We have spent more money on street watering then ever 
before. The demand for this work is increasing rapidly and 
some method for the equitable distribution of the cost should 
be adopted. At present all of the principal streets are watered 
at the expense of the town. While on the side streets the 
abuttors are obliged to pay for the privilege. This we be- 
lieve is wrong and we are of the opinion that the town should 
accept the ‘‘Street Watering’ act, and we earnestly rec- 
ommend it. 


We have,in addition to the usual water sp1inkling, used two 
kinds of dust preventives. On Chruch, Pleasant and Washing- 
ton Streets one mixture was tried and on Main, Everett Ave., 
and a few of the side streets we used another. After a fair 
trial, we concluded that the mixture used on Main Street was, 
all things considered, better for us and we continued with 
that for the rest of the season. 
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Town STABLE. 


We have had to spend considerable money in repairs to the 
stable, largely on the stalls. It is very evident that this part 
of the stable will have to be thoroughly overhauled and it 
should be done at once. 


REPAIRS TO MACHINERY. 


We sold the old stone crusher, taking our pay in stone. 
The present portable crusher has done our work fairly well. 


The steam roller is old and not in good condition and 
while the repairs on it the past year have not been very 
great, to put it in condition for next year’s work, means 
a thorough overhauling and will be expensive. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


We made a contract with the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Co., for lighting our streets in accordance with a vote of the 
town. This provides for lighting our streets until one o'clock 
A. M.every night. It would cost very little more each year 
to have the streets lighted all night and we recommend that 
that be done. : 


We have installed six incandescent lights during the year. 


POLICE. 


The work of this department has been kept up to its usual 
high standard. For details we refer you to the report of the 
Chief. 


Town Hatt BUILDING. 


New scenery of a modern type has been put in consisting 
of two out door and four interior settings. The foot, head and 
side lights have been replaced with new arrangements and the 
stage is now one of the best equipped anywhere. The dressing 
rooms have been cleaned and painted and a toilet room is . 
being placed in the basement. 
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Last June the Commissioner of public records ordered 
certain repairs to vaults, and new safes for several departments 
These have been ordered and are under way. 


We have put in a hedge and planted shrubs on the grounds 
about the building which we think adds to its attractiveness. 


We have also cleaned the brick work of the unsightly white 
coating which formerly appeared; repaired the slate roof, 
painted the top of the tower and gilded the weather vane. 


The refitting of the stage was done under the Supervision 
of Messrs. W. H. W. Bicknell and Sylvester H. Taylor and too 
much praise for their work can not be accorded them. 


PUBLIC SERVICE CORPORATION. 


The telephone and electric light service has been very good. 
The service of the Boston and Northern street railway has 
improved since our last report and that of the Boston and 
Maine Railway is much better.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 


WINCHESTER, Dec. 31, 1909. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 
Gentlemen :-— 


I hereby submit a general summary of the work of the 
Highway Department for the past year. ; 


As the office of Superintendent was filled by Mr. Hinds to 
April first, and myself since that date, I most respectfully 
refer you to the Auditor’s report for itemized accounts, and 
to the Town Engineer’s report for important drainage accounts. 
The department has carried through some important work 
the past season, namely High St., Cross St., Highland Ave., 
Forest St., Prospect St., and I will hereinafter give approxi- 
mate cost of the same. | 


STABLE AND Dump. 


The stable, in some respects, is in very bad repair especially 
the stalls which in most cases are split and splintered in places, 
and have caused considerable outlay the past season with no 
good results. In fact the partitions may be termed dangerous 
to the horses as in some cases they collapse during the night 
with no one about to look after the safety of the horses. The 
stall posts should be of iron with suitable flanges, or channels, 
to hold the partitions which would seem to me to be the only 
way now, considering the general construction of the stalls, to 
hold them together and would also be indestructible. We need 
more shed room which should be provided as soon as possible 
as at all times several trucks have to stand out in the weather, 
and the Superintendent’s carriage is housed in an open shed 
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which will ruin paint and varnish in a few days. Owing to the 
very high prices of oats, hay and straw,the appropriation 
for stable is inadequate and should be increased. The dump 
has had proper care and is filled almost to the limit and the 
space for filling will not last many months longer. 


CARE OF SNOW AND ICE. 


There have been no severe storms up to Dec. 26, therefore 
the cost of care of snow has been comparatively light. But 
this should not be considered even as an average year in this 
line. I believe more attention should be given to snow and ice 
and the walks absolutely cleared of snow in the center of the 
town. If a little snow is allowed to remain, after each storm, 
on the walks it is constantly freezing and thawing and causing 
wet or rough frozen sidewalks making disagreeable walking 
and I believe the people would gladly vote the extra expense 
for clean, dry, walks. ~The care of snow and ice has cost 
nearly thirteen hundred dollars, but I am of the opinion that 
it should be more extensively done and the extra cost would be 
appreciated. 


WATERING STREETS. 


Watering streets and treating them with some of the 
several preservatives for saving the streets under the auto- 
mobile travel has got to be a serious problem. There are 
various preparations, all with some good qualities, but some 
much better than others. If it were possible, at the beginning 
of the season, to have known the best treatments we would 
have adopted them; but all departments in New England 
experienced the same difficulty or ignorance. Everybody had 
to experiment a little and watch his neighbor at the same time 
to know any where near just what to do. I have spent con- 
siderable time investigating the several treatments and 
consider it time well spent; as a mistake may mean hundreds 
of dollars loss in treating streets with some costly prep- 
aration and then discover that we had used something which 
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had a tendency to disintegrate the streets and _ spoil 
the stone for all future use as'a water bond. I have paid 
particular attention to the experimental work of the Mass- 
achusetts Highway Commission, as their experiments have 
been on a large scale and covered a large territory, and I 
think we are in a position now to get the best results hereafter 
at the smallest cost. I will refrain from naming any particular 
preparations in this report for people to take advantage of in 
the way of advertisement. Although I believe there are 
several good treatments which can be used in one application 
‘for the season, I believe in a treatment which requires several 
treatments during the season, as it not only prevents the 
destruction of the road but acts as a dust layer in better 
form for the reason it is renewed frequently and in the end 
costs no more, and in some cases less, than others. We have 
used a certain preparation this year which has given excellent 
satisfaction; it has kept the streets well preserved and when 
used at proper intervals has acted as a good dust layer. It 
seems expensive at first thought and must not be considered 
-as a dust layer only, as it preserves the surface and keeps the 
binder in place and should be spoken of as part of the main- 
tenance, or construction of the street. This preparation is 
mixed with water and sprinkled with the ordinary water- 
ing cart. The expense of watering alone; for the season, is 
$745.00, and other treatments amounted to $2,222.54 and the 
following, streets have been treated: Main St., Church St., 
Pleasant St., Mt. Vernon St.,Mystic Ave., Lloyd St., Everett 
Ave., Cross St., Forest St., Highland Ave., Prospect St., 
High St., and several other streets have had one or more 

applications. The water carts are in poor repair and should 
be put through the shops before spring. 


Snow PLows AND Tip CARTs. 


The plows and carts are in fair order but all will have to be 
overhauled and painted. We have added one new double cart 
to the equipment and should have one more single cart. 
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BRIDGES AND GUARD RAILS. 


It is the same old story on the lot of small wooden bridges 
in town and the same perpetual cost in keeping them in re- 
pair; and after all they are not safe structures. In my opinion 
the Walnut St. bridge will require some new timbers the com- 
ing season. The Lake St. bridge will not carry our roller, and 
we are obliged to take it around the west side to reach the 
yard, which makes it expensive. I would recommend that 
this bridge, at least, be rebuilt with something permanent. 
There have been some repairs on guard rail fences, and also a 
number of new ones built, on Highland Ave., and Curtis St. 


CLEANING STREETS AND CaTcH BASINS. 


This Branch of the department costs considerable money, 
and the town is not covered as often asit should be. There is 
one man in the center all the time, and four and five men with 
a team which try to cover the whole town. Besides the 
above, Main St., and Church St., have to be cleaned fre- 
quently by other men and teams, and after all we frequently 
receive complaints. I will admit that the street cleaning 
service can be improved somewhat and should be carried into 
effect next season. The cost of this branch of the department, 
the past year, has been $3110.47. If clean streets are expected 
it simply means more money for the same. One thing is 
certain; that is if the streets are thoroughly cleaned it will 
not cost as much to clean out the basins. 


WASHOUTS AND DAMAGE FROM STORMS. 
The above have cost very little this year, and will cost less 
as the necessary drainage progresses. 
STREET SIGNS. 


There have been very few street signs ordered this year, 
but those which have been ordered are all ready to be erect- 
ed as soon as the weather permits. | 
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GRAVEL AND STONEDUST WALKS. 


There has been considerable of this work done the past 
year on the following streets: Main, Cambridge, Sheffield Rd. 
Borders, Central, Pine St. Borders, Aylsworth, Forest, Eaton, 
Washington, Cross, Nelson, Everett Ave., Oxford, Fairmount, 
Lloyd, and Highland Ave. 


EDGESTONE, CORNERS AND INLETS. 


There has been very little edgestone purchased this year; 
as follows, 125 feet of straight stone and 84 feet of circular 
stone, 12 corner stones and 20 inlet stones. But there was 
considerable of this’stock in the yard which has been used as 
follows: Pine and Dix Streets, Church and Central Streets, 
Church and Norwood Streets, Oxford and Warren Streets, 
Park and Main Streets, and Main Street near Whitney’s Mill. 
The inlet stones have been used in connection with drainage 
work on the several streets. 


WorkK DONE FOR OUTSIDE PARTIES AND OTHER DEPART- 
MENTS. 


Considerable has been done in this line as will be seen by 
the Auditor’s report. The principal work was the drainage 
of Ogden Avenue. 


HicH STREET CONSTRUCTION. 


This has been important work in the way of drainage and 
street construction. There was stone enough taken from the 
trenches to construct the street and some to spare, which 
was crushed by the portable crusher on the job. Considerable 
of this stone was used on Prospect St. The books show, from 
Jan. 1st, 1909, that there has been expended on the above 
work about $2,632.00. The gutters have not been paved but 
the street is left in good condition for the winter. It has been 
thoroughly macadamized with a depth of six inches of stone, 
and will only need some rolling in the spring to put it in first 
class condition. 
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MISCELLANEOUS DRAINAGE REPAIRS. 


Considerable has been done in this line principally on the 
old culvert which crosses Swanton, Oak and Westerly Streets, 
and the drainage at each end of Sheffield West. The cost has 
been $703.00 including grates, etc. 


STEAM ROLLER AND Its WorRK. 


There is considerable to be said in this line if I may be allow- 
ed the space. First the roller is getting old although its work 
is satisfactory so long as the state inspectors do not cut down 
the steam pressure. This roller was purchased in 1898 and 
has been taxed to its limit and almost abused at times for the 
lack of time, and care,which it could not get while running all 
the time. The past season it has rolled the following streets: 
Winthrop, Hillside Ave, Walnut, Grove, Fenwick Road, Laurel, 
Copley, Lebanon, Cabot, Calumet Road, Oxford, Fletcher, 
Wedgemere, Yale, Sheffield Road, Highland Avenue, Mt. 
Pleasant, Fells: Road, Salem, Richardson, Canal and Norwood 
Streets, in the way of repairs, and has done some outside roll- 
ing, besides the new construction of the following streets: 
High St., Cross St., Highland Ave., Forest St. and Prospect: 
St. We have hired outside rollers to the amount $426.00. 
The coming year there must be a large amount of repair 
work, on Main and Washington Sts., also several other streets 
of smaller order, and as repair work covers a large surface it 
requires anothe roller, and I most respectfully recommend 
the purchase of another roller. In my opinion the town with- 
in three years will need two more rollers. One to replace the 
heavy roller, which we now have, and one of the six ton class. 
Therefore at this time I will recommend the six ton class 
as we have lots of work which requires a light roller. These 
light tandem rollers are in great demand, at present, and 
could be let out, while not in use, to good advantage, as we 
were obliged the past season to pay more for the use of a 
light roller than we did for a heavy one. Besides the above 
explanation I have in mind a cheap type of sidewalk which is 
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very serviceable and would require the tandem type of roller; 
and later on when the old roller gives out, one could be pur- 
chased to replace it. The life of any road depends largely 
on the rolling which means compactness. 


PORTABLE CRUSHING PLANT. 


The portable crusher has been on two locations; High 
Street and Highland Avenue. While on Highland Ave., it 
crushed stone for two roads; the above avenue and Forest 
street. It is now taken down and stored in the yard. It is in 
fair repair and will not need any great outlay. As we are going 
to be almost surrounded with outside crushing plants, one at 
North Winchester, one at the Kelley Ledge near the Woburn 
line,and one on the west side of the town, and stone can be pur- 
chased reasonably at either plant, I don’t think we should 
go to the expense of erecting it inthe town yard at present, as 
I think it could be used to better advantage in the Hill District 
where there is no good road material except stone. The 
roads are lined with stone which could be used to good ad- 
vantage at a very small cost. As someting must be done to 
those roads I will here recommend that the crusher be erected 
in the Hill District and be allowed to remain there, for several 
seasons, until the roads are put in good condition. The soft 
nature of the field stone will stay in place under light travel, 
and where water is not used, better than the harder stone, 
and can be had for the asking. 


Mr. VERNON AND ELM STREET DRAINAGE. 


The above drainage has been completed as far as planned the 
_present yea at a cost of $679.00 not including all the pipe, 
as the most of it was on hand from 1908. We have had two 
very heavy rains since completed and it has taken care of 
the water in an excellent manner. 


Cross STREET CONSTRUCTION. 


The above street has been the most extensive work the 
past season, in line of road construction. ‘The street has 
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been thoroughly built with six inches of broken stone on a 
perfect foundation. 

Loam was found in great quantities; over one thousand 
loads were taken out and the most of it used on borders and 
filling at sides. A large quantity of it was used on other work, 
and there is still a large quantity stored along the road. 
The gutters were thoroughly paved and concrete headers 
constructed at the low points. The drainage was thoroughly 
done and the pipes near the North Winchester Station were 
all laid in concrete,that being necessary owing totheir nearness 
to the surface. The surface has been treated with Terricoleo 
to keep the binder in place. The work has cost a little over 
seven thousand dollars and although the cost seems high, it 
will be years before any outlay is required excepting perhaps 
some rolling which is always required on new work in the 
spring following. 

GRAVEL STREETS. 


Oxford street has been graded, with good gravel from a 
cellar near by, at a small cost and will only need some rolling 
in the spring to put it in good condition. Curtis Street has 
been g aded from Pine street to the fence near the pond. 
Sheffield West, after acceptance, was graded out at each end; 
Sheffield Road was regraded from Church Street to Aylsworth 
Street; Harvard Street was paitly graded from gravel taken 
from the Washington Street trenches; Holland Street was 
partly graded from the same source; Cabot Street extension 
was graded out at each end after acceptance. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE CONSTRUCTION. 


The above street has been constructed, and macadamized 
six inches deep, and twenty four feet wide, excepting where 
gutters are to be paved; the gutters will bring it to the re- 
quired width. Drainage has been provided at the low points, 
fences erected and the surface treated with terricoleo. The 
portion reconstructed is from Fells Road to Forest Street, at a 
cost of $3,680.00. There is some gutter paving to do on the 
hill below Maple Road.

TAR CONCRETE SIDEWALKS. 


Very little of this work has been done, in fact only about 
four hundred dollars worth, including repairs. An attempt 
has been made to save the surface of the concrete by painting 
With tar and sprinkling with sand, which I think may be 
profitable with some improvements in the method already 
used. I feel it my duty to express myself as not in favor of 
Tar Concrete as a lasting and profitable construction, but lI 
believe if the best of thetar walks can be saved by treating them 
at snall expense it should be continued. On certain streets, 
such as Main and Washington Streets, where there are no 
permanent walks, and the where the town does not feel 
justified in assessing the abuttors for something more 
permanent, | believe, after thorougly investigating the matter, 
that good firm, frost proof, walks can be constructed for less 
than twenty cents per yard which will last several years and 
cannot but be appreciated considering the awful state of those 
walks in spring and fall. But it will require a steam tandem, 
roller and I most respectfully recommend this plan. 


FOREST STREET MACADAM REPAIRS. 


The above street has been retopped from the Stoneham 
line toa point just south of Mr. Joseph A. Laraway’s driveway, 
and treated with terricoleo. The remainder of the street should 
be repaired next season as it will cause considerable trouble 
when the frost is leaving it on account of its thinness. 


WASHINGTON STREET REPAIRS. 


After the drainage was completed, on the above street, all 
the trenches were topped up at a small cost which left it 
fairly smooth for the winter. This street could not be re- 
built this season owing to lack of funds, and the fact that 
the new rails were not laid. 


Seve-al other streets received slight repairs in. this line. 
Mt. Pleasant above Hillside Ave., was repaired with stone chips 
which were available near by. Bacon Street was repaired at the 
B. & M. bridge. 
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PROSPECT STREET REPAIRS. 


The above street was repaired with four inches of broken 
stone and treated with terricoleo. The gutter on the south 
side was entirely repaved and the opposite gutter repaired at 
a cost of seven hundred and forty-four dollars including the 
stone taken from High street. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


I have already given you a list of streets which require 
attention. Some in fact are at the dangerous point. Under 
ordinary circumstances I could give a more detailed account 
of expenditures. But as the office has changed its head 
since the beginning of the year, and a large amount of dzain- 
age, and other work has been done by the engineering depart- 
ment,and the fact that it will all be reported elsewhere, I will 
close withthe recommendation that all moneys credited to the 
Highway Department be handled under one head as it will 
insure an accurate and itemized account in the report of the 
Highway department.

Report of the Town Engineer for the Year 1909. 


WINCHESTER, Jan. 1, 1910. 
Board of Selectmen. 


Gentlemen :— 

I herewith submit a general statement of the work of the 
engineering force for 1909. We have been called on for work 
for nearly all of the Town Departments and have done more or 
less for special committees and for the Town Counsel in his 
preparation of cases in court and matter for use in hearings, 
and have furnished a great deal of information on one matter 
or another of a general character to town officers and in- 
dividuals, the whole making a very busy year for members of 
the department. 


In a general way the services rendered to the Town Depart- 


ments, committees and others are as follows: 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


We have made a complete statement for this Board of all 
houses and buildings which are provided with sewer connec- 
tions and have enumerated for use by this department all 
houses on streets in which there are public sewers which 
have not been connected. The Town Engineer’s office is in 
constant touch throughout the entire year with the Board 
of Health or its agents in relation to matters pertaining to 
house drainage, and many surveys and investigations are 
made along these lines at the request of, or through the agency 
of the Health Department, and all this work takes a consider- 
able portion of the time of myself and assistants. 
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CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


We have performed at all times whatever services this 
Board has required of us. The work has consisted ‘‘of staking 
out” lots and paths and roadways. A few days would cover 
all the time required during the year for this work. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


Approximately one half of the time of the engineering force 
and consequently one-half of the expense of my department is 
devoted to plans, surveys, construction, maintenance etc., for 
this department. The extensions of sewer mains have been 
much greater this year than for several years past and the num- 
ber of house connections made in 1909 has been the same as in 
1908, but much in excess of the average number in previous 
years. The Town Engineer has direct charge of all sewer 
work and gives personal attention and time to all street work, 
connection surveys and construction, and to all accounts and 
costs of work and material used. I have made a report in de- 
tail to the Water and Sewer Commissioners covering in brief 
all of the work done by the Sewer Department. 


WATER DEPARTMENT, 


This department has laid new mains, or renewed old ones, 
in Forest Street and through private land to the gate house at 
the north reservoir, in Cabot Street extension, in Ogden Ave., 
and Symmes Road, in Mt. Vernon Street,in a private way lead- 
ing southerly from Lake View Road, in Cresent Road, in Water 
Street, and a small pipe in Verplast Ave. leading from Cross 
Street. We have made accurate plans for the location of 
several of these mains and have secured rights of way for 
sewer and water purposes in Cabot Street extension, in Ogden 
Ave. and Symmes Road and in the private way leading to 
the Niles property bordering the Mystic Valley Parkway. 
Plans are on file of details of water mains at the junction of 
Forest and Washington Streets, and at Washington, Pleasant 
and Mt. Vernon Streets. Hydrants and water gate locations 
on work in 1908 have been shown on our plans and several 
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plans of services and pipes in Cambridge Street have been 
made and filed with the Massachusetts Highway Commission. 
Two surveys have been made to show the relative heights of 
the water in the reservoir and buildings in a district in the west 
side, and comparative heights of the reservoir and houses on 
Crescent Road and Mason Street,to be supplied bya new main 
in Crescent Road. We have done more or less other work for 
the Water Department of a general character. There has 
been very little done this year on the plans of locations 
of mains and services started last year, but it seems to me 
that the work ought to be continued along the lines planned 
when this work was commenced. 


ASSESSOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


We have had many calls from the Assessors and the Collect- 
or for information in reference to areas etc., of land shown on 
plans on file in this office. There have been no systematic 
attempts made for several years to get plans of land on the 
outskirts of town and any plans or information we have as to 
such land is oniy fragmentary and of no great value. There 
ought to be a start made in this work, especially in the areas 
lying west of Cambridge Street. We have nothing at all to 
show this land except what is close to Cambridge Street. I 
wish to suggest that this matter be given serious consideration 
and that a sum of money be set aside for this work. 


HiGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


Early this year I submitted estimates of cost of nearly all 
work done this year by the Highway Department and many 
other proposed pieces of work of street improvements and 
drainage. These estimates have proven very close to the 
actual cost of the work although, in my opinion, part of the 
work could have been done for less money. | 

We have made all necessary working plans for work done 
this year and have given lines and grades for sidewalks, street 
work, drainage, curbing, paving etc. wherever such service 
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was necessary. The following are short descriptions of the 
work of 1909 under the headings of sidewalks, street improve- 
ments, drainage, curbing and general engineering for the 
Highway Department. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Lines and grades have been given for gravel sidewalks in 
Fairmount Street totaling about three hundred feet in length, 
for gravelsidewalksat the corner of Everett Ave. and Stratford 
Road about two hundred and thirty five feet; in Everett 
Ave., about ninety feet,in Oxford Street, about three hundred 
and thirty five feet in length, in Salem Street about one 
hundred feet in length, in Lloyd Street about two hundred 
feet and in another section of Everett Ave. about ninety feet 
of gravel walk, all of which sidewalks were constructed. In 
addition grade and lines were given for sidewalks in Park 
Ave., Pine Street and Washington Street but these walks 
were not improved. | 

In Everett Ave., Sheffield Road, Sheffield West and Ayles- 
worth Ave., about two thousand one hundred and ninety six 
square yards (2196) of granolithic walk were laid, in Glen 
Road about thirty eight square yards (88) and in Church and 
Oxford Streets about one hundred and seventy two square 
yards (172) or a total of about two thousand four hundred 
and six square yards (2406) of granolithic walk were laid for 
which lines and grades were given. Lines and grades were 
given for other proposed granolithic walks in Sheffield Road 
but they were not laid down. Of tar concrete walk, line and 
grade were given for sidewalks at the corner of Pine and Dix 
Streets, measuring about one hundred and eighty square yards 
(180). In addition to the above we have been called on for 
line and grade of streets in several instances by parties 
desiring to grade their land where new buildings were being 
erected. ; | 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


The largest piece of work the Highway Department has done 
this year was the macadamizing of Cross Street. This Street 
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was constructed from the Woburn Branch of the B. & M. R.R. 
to the bridge over the Aberjona River, a distance of about 
four thousand and forty feet (4040), the main part of the road- 
way being of macadam fifteen feet (15) wide with gravel 
shoulders in each side three feet (3) wide, making a total width 
constructed, of twenty one feet (21) for the greater part of 
the distance. At the easterly end, the roadway was made 
considerable wider to meet the lines of the bridges at the 
river and the railroad. The grade of the street was not materi- 
ally changed excepting for a short distance east of the low 
point east of Loring Ave. and in the stretch between the two 
bridges, and for a short distance west of the railroad bridge. 
In the first instance mentioned the grade was raised about 
fifteen inches (15) because the street in this place was low and 
flat, and the water had always stood in a long muddy puddle, 
the grade not being sufficient to carry it along to the low point. 
While this change of grade has affected the property on either 
side, I think it can be safely said that the change isa benefit 
rather than a detriment to the road and to the property. 
At the other points mentioned where changes were made, the 
slope was made toward the low point at the railroad bridge for 
the purpose of moving the water along more rapidly and 
doing away with two very bad muddy holes. 


These changes were made without reducing the headroom 
under the bridge, which was increased about six inches. Drain 
pipes were laid and necessary manholes and catch basins were 
installed to cut off water from Holton and East Streets, and 
catch the water at the railroad bridge and conduct it to the 
river. This drainage will prove adequate under ordinary 
conditions of storms and thaw, but will not prevent flooding in | 
extraordinary rises of water in the river. A section of 18” 
drain was laid at the low point east of Loring Ave., and one 
catch basin and a short stretch of 10” pipe were laid at a point 
a short distance east of the Woburn Branch Railroad. The 
grade of the northerly sidewalk for about four hundred feet 
(400) east of the river bridge was raised to serve as a dike a- 
gainst the water which floods the land north of the street in 
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this section. The gutters were paved in the steepest sections 
and will prove sufficient to carry the surface water to the catch 
basins. 


Sheffield Road from Aylesworth Avenue to Church St., 
a distance of about five hundred and fifty feet (550) 
has been regraded and made intoa good gravel street. The 
width of the roadway was made about twenty four feet (24). 
Slight changes in grade were made in this section to conform to 
a plan of grade adopted by the Board of Selectmen some years 
ago. 


Oxford Street from the centre of Calumet Road tothe centre 
of Foxcroft Road about seven hundred and fifty (750) feet in 
length has been reconstructed of gravel with a finished 
roadway of twenty five feet (25) in width, according to line 
and grade given by us. . 


Highland Ave. from Fells Road to Forest Street, about 
twenty three hundred and seventy five feet (2375) in length, 
has been macadamized according to layout and grade given by 
us. The road way was planned to be twenty four feet wide 
where the gutters were not to be paved, and about eighteen 
feet wide, exclusive of gutters, in the steep runs, a space of 
three feet in width in either side being for those portions of 
the street where paved gutters were considered necessary. 
Changes in grade were made at the low point north of Fells 
Road by filling in about eighteen inches at the lowest point, 
and at a hollow north of Alben Street by filling in about as 
much as in the former instance. The grade of the street was 
also changed somewhat at the culvert over the wasteway from 
the North Reservoir. These changes have resulted, in my 
opinion, in a great improvement in the appearance of the 
strect and have helped to make the grades on the hills easier 
and better. A short stretch of twelve inch drain and one catch 
basin have been constructed at the low point a short ‘distance 
southerly from Forest Street, and about thirty feet of 8” drain 
and one catch basin have been laid in Forest Street, to per- 
mit the bringing of the centre line grades of Highland 
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Ave. and Forest St. together and to carry off the water which 
would thus be cut off. 


In Forest Street, considerable work has been done by the 
Highway Dept.,in resurfacing the macadam roadway, but the 
only work we have done on this street for this department 
has been the changes in drainage at a catch basin near Forest 
Circle. 


In Prospect Street we have advised the laying of a drain and 
building catch basins before the work of macadamizing was 
done, but it was not eee advisable to do this work at 
this time. 


In High Street a stretch of macadam work had been done 
totaling about six hundred and fifty feet (650) in length. The 
roadway was planned to be twenty five feet (25) including 
paved gutters, which. were to be three feet (3) wide in either 
side. When the work of sub-grading was done in 1908, there 
was a large quantity of ledge excavated largely in the sides of 
the street where the gutters would be. This ledge was blown 
- out but much of it was not excavated sufficiently low to permit 
laying the paving without a large expense for removing the 
thin layer necessary for the paving and sand under the paving 
stones. Accordingly the grade was raised somewhat by teaming 
back gravel which appeared to certain persons to be doing the 
same work twice, but lam satisfied that the expense of teaming 
back the necessary gravel was not as great as would have 
been the case if the rock in question was removed. Besides the 
macadam work about seven hundred and sixty two feet (762) 
of 10”, 12” and 15” drains were laid and man holes and catch 
basins were constructed to carry away the large volume of water 
which comes down High Street,from the surrounding territory. 
The outlet for this drainage is by way of an old stone drain in 7 
Cambridge Street, which flows into the brook near Glen Road. 

In Harvard Street, Oak Street, Holland Street, and streets 
leading easterly from Washington Street more or less work has 
been done by the Highway Department in improving the 
roadways, the material used being part of the surplus 
from the Washington St. drainage work. 
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Besides the work previously described as for the Highway 
Department, we have made certain profiles of streets and 
sidewalks, plans and surveys and estimates for proposed 
street and drainage work for 1910 and later,measurements 
for a multitude of matters.talked of or proposed, and have 
made finished plans and record profiles of all work donein 1908. 


CURBING. 


We have made plans for all curbing laid in 1909 and have 
given the necessary estimates for this work, and have laid out 
and graded the stone when it was putin place. <A statement 
of curbing set in 1909 follows:

The above shows a total of 559.80 ft. laid in 1909, of which 
258.60 ft. were laid by a private concern in the development 
of Sheffield West. In addition to the above schedule of curb- 
ing work by the Highway Dept. several changes were made 
at the request of property owners, in the line of existing lines 
of curbing to allow them to obtain proper entrances from the 
street to their property. 


SuRFACE WATER DRAINAGE. 


There has been a large amount of surface water drainage 
work done in 1909, all of which was done according to plans 
and estimates made by the Town Engineer, and the Washing- 
ton Street work was done entirely under his direction by con- 
tract made with J. J. Fitzgerald of Winchester. 
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Early in the year at a time of very severe storm and thaw, 
the old stone culvert in Oak St. and private land just south 
of Oak St. refused to carry away the storm water with the 
result that the whole sectionin the hollow at that point was 
flooded and several cellars were filled with a consequent 
resulting damage to property in the cellars. It was found that 
the drain which is about four feet deep by two and one half 
feet in width, was entirely filled with washings and debris 
which had been accumulating for years. The whole drain, that 
part of it which is enclosed, was dug up and cleaned out, 
and a part of the open channel through land of Mrs. Thomas 
Holton was enlarged and cleaned out sufficiently to take care 
of all storm water since that time. This work was done in 
February and was expensive on account. of the frozen state 
of the ground. 


In the Gerlach property, through which the Church Street 
drainage runs to Mystic Lake, more or less damage had been 
done by the washing away of the sides of the channel. Arrange- 
ment was made with Mr. Gerlach whereby the stream in a 
part of his land was made secure by paving the bottom and 
sides up to high water mark and the work has proved satis- 
factory and has removed the cause of complaint, at least as far 
‘as Mr. Gerlach is affected. 


In Forest Street complaint was made by Mr. J. A. Laraway ' 
that the water from two catch basins was washing gravel on 
the surface of land which he desired to use for some other 
purpose. The pipe from one of the basins was diverted to an 
old stone drain which was found to exist in Forest Street, the 
catch basin was reconstructed and Mr. Laraway was made 


happy. 


I have divided the remaining part of the drainage work into 
two parts, one table showing drains laid in all streets except- 
ing Washington St.and adjacent streets, and the other showing 
the work in Washington and adjacent streets. The Cross St. 
work has been noted in more or less detail in the statement of 
street improvement work in Cross Street. The Elm and Mt. 
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Vernon Street drainage is a continuance of the work begun in 
1908, and was carried this year just far enough to meet im- 
mediate needs. 


The Highland Avenue and Forest Street work of drainage 
was incidental to the street improvement of these streets and 
while it was not at all extensive, it was very necessary. 


The High Street work was planned to be done in 1908 but 
was laid over until this year for reasons which you know. The 
work of this year is only a beginning of the drainage work in this 
section. Eventually as the roads and property adjacent to 
High Street are improved, the drain must be extended in 
High street to a point near the summit, east of Arlington 
street. The High Street work was expensive in comparison 
with the other drainage work shown in this table, because of 
the rock and ledge encountered in the progress of the work. 
When due allowance is made for the rock taken out which was 
crushed and used in the street work, it will be found that the 
cost was not in excess of similar work of such difficult nature. 

The Ogden Ave. drainage was done to relieve conditions 
at the junction of this street and Bacon Street and the ex- 
pense of it was largely borne by the owners of property on 
Ogden Ave. 


In Sheffield Rd. and Sheffield West work was done as shown 
in the table. This was made necessary because of the opening of 
a new street, Sheffield West. Connections were made from new 
catch basins in these streets with existing drains in Sheffield 
Road and Everett Ave. 
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By reference to ‘‘table 1’’ it will be seen that two thousand 
four hundred and nineteen feet of drain ranging in size from 
8” to 20” were laid and eight man holes and twenty three catch 
basins were constructed. The effect of all this work will be felt 
in lessened cost of maintenance of streets and in ease and com- 
fort on the part of our citizens in getting about from street 
to street. 


WASHINGTON STREET DRAINAGE. 


Table 2 shows in concise form what has been done in this 
system this year. Your board decided that this work could be 
done best by contract and directed me to prepare plans and 
specifications to be submitted to contractors. After approval 
of the plans and specifications,I was directed to receive bids for 
the work. Four contractors, Hanscom Construction Co., of Bos- 
ton;Thomas Quigley Jr; James J. Fitzgerald both of Winchester 
and Mr. Gaffey of Medford submitted bids which were opened 
by your board. Mr. Fitzgerald submitted figures which were 
lower than those of the othercontractors and your Board voted 
toawardthe contract for the work to him. All contractors bid 
on a united basis and all were on equal terms.

Planking and bracing left in trench, 28.00 per M 
Concrete over and around joint, 5.50 per cubic yard 
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Previous to asking for bids, I was directed to obtain prices 
of pipe and cement. Your Board voted to award the contract 
for all pipe to be used in this work as well as in all other drain- 
age work of the year to Berry and Ferguson whose bid was 
the lowest, 804 per cent from the list price, and for cement 
Atlas Portland, to George W. Blanchard & Co., of Winchester 
whose price was $1.60 per barrel delivered on the work as need- 
ed. These supplies were bought and contractors bid on con- 
dition that the Town would supply all pipe and cement, as 
well as man hole rings and covers and catch basins frames and 
grates. Owing to the shallow cut in some places on the line of 
the cement or concrete sections, it was decided to use one 
half inch steel rods laid transversely and longitudinally, as . 
reinforcement to the concrete masonry work. The drainage 
work followed as closely as possible the outline of the work as 
shown on a plan published and distributed one year ago. 


In general the drain from the outlet at the pond in Nelson 
Street to a man hole in Webster Street is of 36” circular in- 
terior diameter, from Webster Street to Park Avenue 
it is of 30” circular interior diameter, and from Park 
Avenue to Lincoln Street, it is an 18” pipe drain. In Eaton 
Street a short stretch of 15” pipe was laid to connect the 
existing drain in that street of 15” size, with the new con- 
crete drain, in Park Avenue, a short drain of 20” pipe 
was laid to connect with the 30” concrete drain, and in 
Webster, Hancock and Lincoln Streets, and in Prince Avenue, 
short lines of 12” pipe were laid, aJl, excepting the Prince 
Avenue line being part of the system whose outlet is 
by way of Nelson Street at the pond. In each of these side 
streets catch basins have been placed to intercept water 
before it reaches Washington Street. In addition catch 
basins have been placed in Washington Street just north of 
each intersecting street so that crowns of each side street 
could be brought to the same grade as the crown of Washington 
Street. Each catch basin was connected with the main trunk 
line by means of laterals of proper size.

The drainage plan of a year ago, provided also, for surface 
water from the territory adjoining Euclid Ave., and east, of 
Highland Ave., to be carried by way of Prince Ave., through 
a section of Washington Street to Irving Street and by way 
of Irving Street and private land north of Irving Street to the 
river. The success of this part of the plan depended on the 
right to open and maintain a drain through the land formerly 
owned by the Stone Estate, but now controlled by Mr. Charles 
A. Gleason of this town. Mr. Gleason gave us permission to 
use his land and has agreed to give to the town a permanent 
right for drainage purposes through his land to the river, 
free of cost to the Town. This right is of great value and the 
citizens ought to appreciate Mr. Gleason’s public spirit. Inthe 
Gleason land about three hundred feet (300) of open ditch has 
been dug, the natural grade of the remaining part of the land 
being able to keep the water moving freely. The drain from 
the Gleason land to Irving Street is of 20” diameter and is 
laid in private land, the right to use this land for this purpose 
having been secured several years ago. In Irving Street as far 
as Washington Street it is 18” diameter and in Washington 
Street to Prince Ave., it is 15” in size. A twelve inch drain in 
Winchester Street extension was taken up and relaid from 
Irving Street to the low point in Harvard Street. Necessary 
manholes and catch basins have been installed in this northern 
section of the system and connected to the main drain by pipe 
laterals. Practically all old drains in the distance from the pond 
to and including Irving Street have been abandonedand taken 
up, and such part of the pipe as is fit for use again was 
saved for other future work. During the construction of the 
new drain the old ones were kept open and in use and saved 
any serious interference from storms. The old brick drain in 
Nelson Street was not taken up, although it was abandoned 
for use. In my judgment this should be broken up and filled 
to prevent possibie future settlements. 


_ This whole Washington Street system which has been 
constructed this year is the largest job of the kind the town 
has ever attempted and I believe is adequate for a long time. 
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It has been constructed along proper lines and the whole 
layout, so far as it goes, is thorough and I believe meets the 
approval of every one. Its cost has been moderate and the 
work has been thoroughly done. Reference to the table will 
show that over forty one hundred feet of drain has been laid 
and a large number of manholes and catch basins constructed. 
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We have spent a good deal of time im making plans, profiles, 
estimates etc. for the Highway Dept. or for work pertaining 
to highways. In addition plans were made of Curtis Street, 
Lawson Road, Foxcroft Road, Sheffield West, Cabot Street 
Extension, Warren Street, and Rumford Street. Of these 
Curtis Street, Cabot Street extension, Warren Street and 
Sheffield West were accepted as public ways at town meet- 
ings held during the year. , 


Town Hatt ACCOUNTS. 


We have made plans during the year for various matters in 
connection with the Town Hall, among them being a plan and | 
supervision of the new vault in the basement, plan of the seat- 
ing capacity of the large and small halls and have given various’ 
other services in connection with repairs and alterations to 
the building. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


The Town Engineer has given time to and served as a 
member of the Committee appointed to investigate and report 
on the condition of the shores of the ponds and streams in 
Winchester, and has given more or less help to a committee 
which is now investigating sewer outlets. In addition he has 
assisted the Town Counsel by means of plans etc., in his 
preparation of the matter of location of the inter-urban 
railway through Winchester. 


GENERAL WORK. 


We have had considerable work to do in plans for street re- 
numbering, plans for location of poles for telephones and 
lighting purposes and in investigating needs for street lights 
in certain localities. The foregoing statement covers the main 
facts of the work of the Engineering Dept. for 1909. The work 
is increasing from year to year and the value of the services 
given by the department is not decreasing. 

I wish to suggest that the drainage work as given you 
in estimates already submitted be carried on in 1910, par- 
ticularly in Webster St., Hancock St., Lincoln St., Prince 
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Ave., Mt. Vernon and Stevens Streets, Pond St., High- 
land Ave., and Wolcott Road, Mt. Pleasant St., and in 
Main St. All these are very essential for reasons which must 
appear plain to your Board. 


In addition, 1 hope you will agree with me that a 20” drain,a 
small part of which was laid this year, should be laid the entire 
length of Park Ave., and in Highland Ave., as faras the out- 
let from Long Pond. This outlet nowruns in an open channel 
through the Sanborn land at the corner of Park and Highland 
Aves., and its presence very seriously retards the developement 
of a large tract which would be used, probably at once, for the 
errection of a large number of houses. The increased value 
of the land and the taxes from the buildings to be built would, 
in a very short term of years, pay forthe drain. We already 
are taking care of the water from this brook when it reaches 
Washington St. and it seems to me that, to cut it off at High- 

‘land Ave.,would be a good thing and not be against precedent 
which the Town has already established. 


The trouble caused last winter at Oak St. has shown that it 
does not pay to neglect drains. This drain as I have stated 
earlier in this report, was entirely choked with street wash- 
ings which settled in the drain without any hindrance what- . 
ever. Large catch basins should be constructed in Oak St., 
and frequently cleaned out. This would prevent in large part 
the re-currence of the damage of last February. In addition, 
a proper grate or other device should be placed over the entrance 
of the drain to keep sticks and floating matter from getting in- 
to the drain. No estimate of the cost of this work has been 
sent to you but the matter should be given attention at an 
early date. The open land lying between Everett Ave. and 
Glen Road should receive more attention and care than it has 
had. 


This drain is as much a part of our system as any other, 
and the fact that it is an open channel and in private land 
should not bea good reason why it should be neglected. If 
a part. of it could be paved and rip-rapped this year, as 
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was done in the brook in Mr. Gerlach’s land, the Town would 
be only doing what it ought to have done long ago. The 
same treatment should be made in 1910 in the open drain in 
the Gleason land. There is in my opinion, perhaps more reason 
why this should be done in preference to the other work out- 
lined in the previous paragraph. This ditch in the Gleason 
land is a new one and the expense of properly protecting it 
will be less if done now than will be the case if it is left to drag 
along for years and the more important reason is that the 
Town has promised to keep the ditch in good condition at all 
times. Many of our old drains laid years ago are in very poor 
condition. Those which can be abandoned should be done a- 
way with and certain others should be relaid and given in- 
telligent care in the future. 


In the matter of bridges over our water ways the attention 
of the Town has been called to their poor, delapidated condi- 
tion by every Superintendent of Streets and Town Engineer 
for many years. The Walnut St. bridge, the Bacon St. bridge 
and the Lake St. bridge are constant sources of comment not 
favorable to the Town. I wish to suggest that a start be made 
toward putting at least one of these bridges in permanent 
good condition and recommend that a concrete and steel 
structure be placed over the stream at Lake Street. 


When Washington St. is reconstructed next year, I be- 
lieve the tracks of the street railway should be raised several 
inches and the street given more crown than it has had. 
The sidewalks should be raised and thoroughly rebuilt of some 
permanent material,granolithic, preferably. The westerly side- 
walk from Dunham Street northerly is very muddy at any 
time of storm or thaw, It is used by more persons than any 
other sidewalk excepting certain parts of Main Street and 
there are reasons in plenty why at least one sidewalk in this 
street should be put in first class condition. I wish to suggest, 
also, in connection with this Washington Street work that 
curbing be placed around each corner of each side street inter- 
secting Wahington Street,seventeen streets in all, from Bridge 
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Street to and including Lebanon Street. Thirteen streets are 
public and four are private. The improved appearance of these 
corners, which at present are ragged and rough, would pay 
for the cost and please everyone. There are many other in- 
stances where much needed improvement could be made to 
good advantage but the list would be much longer than I 
think you would care to consider.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
WATER WAYS. 


The members of this Committee approached the work set 
for them with certain facts clearly in view. These facts it 
may be well to state at this time. 


First—The Town does not own the ponds extending through 
its centre. 


Second—Ownership is in some cases complicated by one 
person owning the land, and another the flowage rights. 


Third—Inspite of this mixed ownership the system of natural 
and artificial water ways extending from Woburn to the 
Medford line, if properly handled, constitutes one of 
the Town’s most valuable assets. It can be so developed as to 
minister to the pleasure of many and gratify that love for the 
beautiful that is inherent in us all. Further, it can be a power- 
ful factor in attracting to Winchester a desirable class of 
citizens. 


Fourth—lf neglected, this system of water ways will surely 
become a blot upon our landscape and a constant menace to 
the health of our people. 


Fifth—lIt is self evident that the trend, in recent years, has 
been toward neglect rather than improvement. 


Sixth—Conditions now existing are some of them unsanitary, 
others unsightly, while still others are both. 


Seventh—The whole question should be studied from both 
the sanitary and the aesthetic viewpoints. 
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A careful search for all possible sources of contamination 
has been made, not only in Winchester, but also in Stone- 
ham, Woburn and Wilmington, and while it is quite possible 
that some have been overlooked, we believe the facts given 
below cover the present situation. 


Near the shores of Wedge Pond we found a privy vault 
about six feet from the water, the contents of which were 0o0z- 
ing into the pond. A few yards from this we found sewage 
entering the pond from several tenements. It was being dis- 
charged through cesspools which had been piped directly 
into the water. Through the Board of Health these conditions 
were promptly remedied. The privy was torn down, the 
vault filled and the pipe from the cesspool closed. 


oe 


At the Blank Shop on Lake St., we found very little that 
could contaminate the water. The general sewage from the 
building is discharged into a cesspool so far from the stream 
that no seepage is probable. There is, however, one sink dis- 
charging directly into the brook. This sink is utilized for 
washing sponges used in certain parts of the work and 
by some of the men for washing their hands. 


At the head-waters of the brook coming down from Stone- 
ham is the Stoneham Tannery Co. This plant is well served by 
the Metropolitan Sewer. It has a good system of settling vats 
and very little, if any, contaminating material gets into the 
stream. ) 


Lower down is the plant of the Vera Chemical Co., where 
paper Sizing is made. We examined the premises thoroughly 
and were assured that nothing entered the stream from this 
place that could defile the water, but a few yards away and 
coming from the direction of the building we found a con- 
siderable stream of dirty, yellowish water emitting an un- 
mistakable odor. We followed this stream along the rail- 
road track till it entered the brook. At the time of our in- 
spection this plant had no sewer service, but a sewer for its 
use was being constructed. | 
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still further down the stream are the buildings of the 
Patch Chemical Co. This plant seems to be well served by 
the sewer, but owing to the water above being contaminated, 
we could not determine without analysis whether anything 
was discharged into the stream from this place or not. 


Still further downis located one of the plants of the American 
Glue Co. This building is a long way from the stream. The 
Sewer service is good and we believe no contaminating 
material enters the water from it. 


We made a careful inspection of the immense plant of the 
Merrimac Chemical Co., in Wilmington. One of our own 
citizens, Mr. Tufts, who is connected with the institution, 
afforded us every facility for our work. We visited this place 
expecting to find a considerable amount of injurious matter 
being discharged into the water. We were happily surprised 
to find practically none. At the main outlet from the build- 
ings neither color, taste nor smell indicated anything 
wrong with the water. The business of this firm is to 
manufacture chemicals, not exhaust them, so they would not 
be likely to permit anything of value to escape. 


At the Smith & Wallace brass foundry at Montvale we found 
these conditions reversed. This company uses as a bath for its 
casting, a barrel of hydrofluoric acid and a carbon of sul- 
phuric acid each week. 


Whenexhausted this acidis discharged onto the surface of the 
ground a few feet (five or six) from the stream and flows 
with no obstruction into the water. 


Just below this is the large power plant of the Boston & 
Northern R. R. These immense engines generating 3500 horse- 
power require a large amount of cylinder oil which finds its 
way into the stream. This is probably the source of a large 
part of the oily material seen on the surface of some of our 
ponds. 


Across the line in Winchester is the Winn watch hand 
factory. Except some possible seepage from a cesspool a

few feet from the tail race there is nothing here to contaminate 
the water. 


On the banks of the stream just below this we found a two 
tenement house, that, owing to difficulty in maintaining a 
cesspool, was discharging all the sewage directly into the brook... 
Through the Board of Health this was promptly remedied. 


Still further down is the Plymouth Rock Gelatine Co., 
which has an admirable sewer service. Here are some large 
engines which contribute their quota of cylinder oil. 


The open cans of finished gelatine are cooledby submerging 
them in large vats of fresh cold water, a stream of which is 
constantly entering at one corner and leaving at another. 
This water is discharged into the brook, but inasmuch as 
gelatine is practically insoluble in cold water, we believe that 
little, if anything that can contaminate comes from this source. 


The Puffer plant takes a large quantity of water from the 
stream and uses it mixed with sand to saw its large blocks 
of marble. After being used it is discharged into an immense 
sand pit which acts as a settling basin and keeps everything 
from the stream. Just below and nearby is the great plant of 
Beggs & Cobb, one of the largest of its kind in the world. 
This borders both the stream and the pond. 


Converting raw hides into finished leather is not, in all its 
phases, exactly a ‘‘kid glove’’business. At every such place 
there must accumulate an immense amount of waste matter, 
and if located near running water only the most extreme care 
will prevent this from contamination. We believe the owners 
are endeavoring to conduct their business along sanitary lines, 
but it is nevertheless true that a considerable amount of re- 
fuse material finds its way into the pond. We are of the 
opinion, however, that this material is more an offense to the 
sight than a menace to health. 
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Russell’s Brook is cared for by the State Board of Health. 
Since they took it over, they have wrought a great change 
in the condition of the water. The unspeakably vile odor that 
used to be so nearly constant is now rarely noticed, but there 
is still room for improvement. On the day of our visit the 
water was a deep purple black, but as free from odor as spring 
water. The State Board of Health was notified of this appear- 


ance. 
SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


We now approach a phase of the subject that probably has 
more to do with rendering our ponds and streams unsightly 
than all other causes combined. The Town has anarea of some 
six or seven square miles intersected by approximately forty 
miles of streets. 

i 

The drainage from these streets carrying with it the matter 
that always accumulates on a street is for the most part 
discharged into the ponds and streams. To be sure catch- 
basins are built, but they keep back but little of the floating 
material nor anything that can be carried in solution, and in 
times of freshets and severe storms they fail to prevent the 
discharge of an immense amount of sand, gravel, etc. This 
process has been going on for years. At first the consequences. 
were not so apparent, but gradually the water courses have 
been filled till now every addition is noticeable. In the 
recent past, the applications of dust preventives to the 
surface of streets has added to the dirty appearance of the 
water. Aside from the unsightly appearance caused by this 
gradual filling up of the water-courses, the current is re- 
tarded, and in Summer the shallow water becomes quickly 
heated, thus promoting the decomposition of such animal 
and vegetable matter as finds its way into and through © 
these surface drains. 


In the matter of beautifying its waterways, we 
believe the town has now come to the parting of the ways. 
The farmer cannot kill his oxen for beef and keep them for 
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work on his land. No more can the Town of Winchester keep 


its beautiful ponds and streams and at the same time fill them 
with washings from its streets. 


Your Committee suggest two methods of keéping this 
street material from the water. 


First—A single system of surface drainage discharging at 
some point below Wedgemere. 


Second—tThe construction of a settling basin at every outlet 
large enough and so built as to diminish the current to a point" 
where the solid contents may be given an opportunity to 
Settle. | 


The first of these alternatives would undoubtedly do the 
work somewhat better than the second, but its construction 
would be an enormous undertaking, and doubtless its cost 
would to many people seem prohibitive. We believe these 
settling basins could be so constructed and maintained that 
they would do the work required in a satisfactory manner. 


- SEWER OPENINGS. 


There are two main sewer trunks extending through the 
centre of the villiage carrying the sewage from Stoneham and 
Woburn. Into these at some twenty or more points, Winches- 
ter sewage is discharged. These two trunk lines are under the 
control of the Metropolitan Sewer Board. One of them, the so- 
called Mystic Valley Sewer, was built in 1874 by the City of 
Boston for protecting the water of Mystic Lake, then used for 
domestic purposes, from contamination by the Woburn 
tanneries. For years this sewer has been too small to proper- 
ly do its work. In times of high water it has overflowed into 
streets and cellars, besides backing up into our town sewers 
till they are filled beyond their capacity. As a means of 
temporary relief, the Metropolitan Sewer Board has, during 
the past summer, constructed at the rear of Symmes grain 
-store two automatic safety devices. They are so built that 
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when the contents of the sewers rise to a certain point they dis- 
charge into the pond. This flow is supposed to continue until 
the sewage in the main lines falls below the point where it be- 
gan when it ceases. So far as we know these outlets have 
been used but once, but it is quite likely that during the 
winter and spring they may be used, perhaps several times. 

Opening from our own town sewers are three similar outlets, 
one near Swanton street, another near the Unitarian church, 
and the third opening into Mystic Lake. These open- 
ings are used under conditions similar to those describ- 
ed above, and in addition to such emergency use, it has, 
for a number of years, been the custom of the sewer men 
to divert the flow from these sewer pipes into the water 
while the catch-basins and siphons were being cleaned. 
This has been done once a year and requires half a day or more 
at each place to complete the work. 


The effect of all this contamination is evident to every one. 
The water is often discolored. Matter collects along the shores 
and in places where there are eddies or still arears, as in the 
little pond opposite Wedgemere station, conditions become 
very obnoxious. | 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


First—As a means of improving the sanitary condition of the 
water, we recommend that, inasmuch as many of the sources 
of contamination are outside the town and therefore beyond 
its jurisdiction, steps be taken at this meeting looking towards 
securing from the next General Court, legislation that will 
place this whole system of water-ways under the care of the 
State Board of Health. 


Second—We believe that the importance of this whole matter 
in its bearing upon the future development of Winchester can 
hardly be overestimated. But we also believe that before 
any extended work is done, a careful study of the entire 
situation should be made by an expert in such matters, who 
should recommend to the Town a general plan of im-

provements and maintenance. Then the town, acting through 
a properly appointed committee, supported by generous 
appropriations, could carry out this plan, extending the 
work if need be, over a number of years. If this course be 
pursued, those details of the expert’s plan that seem to be 
most urgent could be completed first, but during it all, every 
dredging of a shallow stream or fill of a marshy shore would 
have its place in the general scheme of improvement. 


We earnestly recommend that this course be followed,

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


For THE YEAR ENDING: DECEMBER 31, 1909. 


The Board organized March 2, by choosing F. M. Ives 
Chairman and Clarence J. Allen M. D. Secretary and Agent, 
Marshall W. Jones being the third member. 


Eleven regular and nine special meetings have been held 
and several hearings given. These meetings have been notable 
for their complete unanimity. While earnest discussion has 
developed on certain matters, in every instance, the final 
decision has been unanimous. 


During the Secretary’s absence from July 15, to Aug. 15 
his duties were performed by Dr. H. A. Gale. 


In accordance with past custom the year’s work is dis- 
cussed under appropriate headings. 


FINANCIAL. 


The expenses of this Department will necessarily increase 
from yearto year; because ;a—The publicis constantly demand- 
ing increased efficiency in the enforcement of rules and regula- 
tions made to conserve its health; b>—New legislation is yearly 
adding to the work of Health Boards and; c—The Town 
is increasing in population. 


This increased expense will not ‘be uniform, but will vary 
much from year to year. For instance, the work of col- 
lecting garbage has now reached a point, where another 
horse and wagon and possibly more men must be em- 
ployed. | 
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MILK. 
The last legislature placed the oversight of producing, 
handling and selling milk in the hands of Health Boards 
instead of the Selectmen where it had previously been. 


In few instances has the popular demand for protection 
been so insistent as in that which relates to milk inspection. 
More and more, people are demanding that this very important 
article of diet shall be clean and free from adulterants and 
‘preservatives. This demand is not the result of a fad or a re- 
form spasm, but is here to stay and will continue to grow. 


- The milk consumed in Winchester may be divided into two 
classes. First, that which is produced at nearby dairies where 
the inspector can follow it from the cow to the consumer. 
Second, so called ‘ ‘railroad milk”’ produced under conditions 
unknown to this Board and over which the inspector has no 
jurisdiction. 


If the producer be compelled to keep his barns clean ‘and 
whitewashed, if udder and flanks must be cleaned before the 
cow is milked, if containers must be carefully washed in 
clean water and sterilized, if the milk must be properly cooled 
and kept so till delivered, if strict cleanliness be insisted 
upon all along the line, the cost of production must be in- 
creased. ' 


These items taken in connection with greater land value 
and higher priced labor, make it seem reasonable that the 
milk man should charge more for the first kind of milk than 
the second. Indeed the time will probably come when the 
consumer will have to pay considerable more for ‘‘home 
produced” milk than he will for milk brought in from 
other states. Choosing the latter the first cost will be les- 
sened but when it is remembered that milk is a favorite 
carrier of such diseases as typhoid fever, scarlet fever and 
diphtheria, many people will prefer to purchase the first kind 
and charge the extra cost to insurance. 
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For two years, the town has been fortunate in having 
the services of Mr. A. W. Lombard as Milk Inspector. Mr. 


- . Lombard was serving the state in a similar capacity and is 


therefore peculiarly well fitted for the position. During the 
past year, the increased demands the local work made upon 
his time, rendered it impossible for him to do all that should 
be done without neglecting his duties to the state. The meagre 
compensation he received meant that the greater part of the 
time he gave to the Winchester work was a free gift to the 
town and only those familiar with the services he rendered, 
know what a debt our citizens owe him. 


In October he resigned his position because of leaving 
town. The Board of Health soon found that filling his place 
was not an easy task. Search as they could, no one, familiar 
with the duties required was found willing to undertake them. 
Mr. Lombard informed us that the state board he was serving 
often found it impossible to secure experienced men, in which 
case they selected a man who seemed to have the necessary 
ability to learn, gave him the appointment and let him 
acquire his experience in the work he had to do. Acting upon 
this suggestion, the Board appointed Maurice Dinneen, not on 
account of his familiarity with the duties of Milk Inspector, 
but because, in serving the town as Plumbing Inspector, he 
had evidenced qualities that promised efficiency in this new 
field. Mr. Dinneen began work Nov. 1. Mr. Lombard has 
given freely of his time and advice in getting the work started 
under the new administration, and so far everything promises 
well for the campaign this Board is making for er pure 
milk for Winchester. 


It may interest the citizens to know that this town is not 
alone in combining the offices of Milk Inspector and Plumb- 
ing Inspector or rather giving them to one man. Several 
other towns and cities in Mass.have done the same thing. 


GARBAGE. 
Reference to the last two reports of this Board will show 
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that, in the opinion of its members, the cost of collecting 
garbage would soon be materially increased. That time has 
now come. 


For five years, two men and one horse have done the work. 
They can do it no longer. They are confident that with a 
larger wagon, drawn by two horses, they can do the work 
for some time longer. If so a new two horse wagon, another 
horse and a set of double harness must be purchased. 


The other alternative is to buy a second horse another 
single wagon and employ two more men whose wages would 
approximate $100 per month. A new double wagon will 
cost about $375. If, by using it, the two men now employed 
can do the work, the town will save the $100 per month that 
would be paid the extra men provided the second plan were 
adopted. It follows that a four months trial of the 
first plan would save the cost of the double wagon. 


This Board cannot speak too highly of the efficient manner 
in which the present employees perform their work. They are 
young strong and active and notafraid of hard work or long hours. 
The foreman P. H. Craughwell has not lost an hour in the 
past five years, and the desire of both men to do their work in 
a satisfactory manner, does not lessen as their term of service 
increases. 


COMPLAINTS. 

Overflowing cesspools and neglected privy vaults still 
account forthe greatmajority of complaintsand will continue to 
do so till every street has a sewer and every house. is con- 
nected therewith. 


ConTaAcious DISEASES. 

There were less than half the number of contagious dis- 
eases reported for 1908. The epidemic of scarlet fever re- 
ferred to in the last report was not under control till August 
but the number of cases gradually lessened. Quarantine 
regulations have been rigidly enforced and contrary to cer- 
tain experiences in previous years, no obstacles were thrown 
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in the way of such enforcement. If the patient and attendant 
can be absolutely isolated in one or two rooms and a bath 
room, the other members of the household are permitted to 
go and come as they please except that children are not allow- 
ed to attend school. Failing to secure such isolation, the whole 
house and all its inmates are quarantined. From the 64 
cases of scarlet fever and 4 cases of diphtheria reported during 
the year, no fatalities resulted. 


The method of paying all bills contracted on account 
of contagious. diseases, by overdrafts is working well. By 
this plan, no large surplus is required and the Board is not 
embarrassed for want of funds. 


PLUMBING. 


More than the usual amount of plumbing work has been 
done during the year. The absence of friction between the 
plumbers and the Inspector has been very noticeable. 

For the details of this work reference is made to the Inspect- 
or’s Report. 

Dumps. 


The method employed for taking care of ashes and house 
refuse continues to work well. Thirty six people have applied 
for a license to move such material. All were granted 
and none have been revoked. 


The licensees have observed the regulations governing their 
work and this feature of our municipal life has moved like 
a well oiled machine. 


In closing its report the Board desires to express its sincere 
appreciation of the support it has received from the entire 
medical profession of the Town. 


Without co-operation on the part of the physicians no 
Board of Health can do its best work. Such co-operation has 
been received from every physician in Winchester and to 
such a. marked degree as to elicit favorable comment from 
the State Medicial Inspector.

Report of Inspector of Milk. 


To the Board of Health, 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


I respectfully present the following brief report of the 
work done and the results obtained in the Milk Inspection 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1909: 


My predecessor resigned his office at the end of October and,. 
consequently, I have had but two months in which to familiar- 
ize myself with the duties of the office and to locate and visit 
all the dairies from whence milk is supplied to the citizens of 
the town. But in this, I am pleased to state, I have received 
generous aid and valuable advice from Mr. Lombard who has 
labored faithfully and successfully in this office to raise the 
standard of the milk sold here, in both quality and cleanliness. 
His report, which is hereto appended, shows the amount and 
the character of the work he has done. 


In the past two months I have visited and inspected thirty- | 
eight dairies located in Winchester, Woburn,. Stoneham, 
Wilmington and Burlington. It is from these dairies that 
the greater part of the milk comes that is consumed in this 
town, only a small part is ‘‘car’’ milk or milk that is brought 
in by train. 


In a majority of the places visited, the milk is produced 
under conditions that will admit of little improvement. 
The cows appear to be healthy and suitably fed, the stables 
are well ventilated and clean and the milk houses are free 
from contaminating substances or odors. 


There is a lesser number, however, in which some of the 
commendable features of the majority are absent. Some of 
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these will, probably, require the application of some persuasive 
measures to induce them to attain and maintain the stand- 
ard set by Mr. Lombard. 


It is gratifying to note that some of our larger vendors 
have recently installed sterilizing plants in their milk houses, 
at no inconsiderable expense. It has been found that when 
water is hot enough to thoroughly sterilize a glass. bottle the 
bottle will break, and when the water is not hot enough to 
break the bottle the bottle is not thoroughly sterilized. 
In the sterilizing plant the work is done by steam and no 
breakage occurs, however hot the steam may be. This method 
of treatment is deemed second only to the Single Service paper 
bottle. 


In a neighboring borough the infant mortality was 38 
per cent less in 1908 than in 1907, and in 1909 it was 
14 per cent less than in 1908. It is claimed by the health 
department of that borough that this notable decrease 
was due, most largely, to the improved quality of the milk 
consumed there. If these figures and conclusions are true, 
and I cannot doubt them, the milk producer and the milk 
vendor assume a burden of responsibility greater than that 
of any other class of tradesmen in the community. The 
lives of helpless infants are largely in their hands, and the 
health of older children depends, in no small measure, on the 
cleanliness and care they exercise in their business. And I 
now realize a greater degree of responsibility than I had 
counted on when I assumed the duties of inspector. 


I have analyzed but two samples of milk, both of which I 
found well above the standard.

In this matter the Special Commissioners, who had been 
holding the matter under advisement since the thirtieth day 
of October, 1908, requested a conference of counsel at the 
office of the Chairman of the Commission on the eleventh day 
of June, 1909. At this conference the Commissioners announc- 
ed that they had decided to report a single bridge scheme for 
the abolition of the grade crossing, this bridge to be placed 
at or near the present site of the railroad station in Winchester 
Centre. The Commissioners also announced that they had not 
settled the details of the plan, but were desirous of hearing 
any suggestions from the parties in interest, which the latter 
might desire or see fit to make in view of this decision by the 
Commissioners. Various counsel for the respondents announc- 
ed that they could not discuss the matter until the details 
were settled. The situation was reported to the town at its 
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meeting held on the twenty-eighth day of June last, and the 
town passed a vote which appears of record in its proceed- 
ings of that date. This vote was transmitted to the Chair- 
man of the Commission with the request that, in view of the 
position of the town, the report of the Commissioners be forth- 
with settled and filed. On the twenty-ninth day of December, 
1909, the Chairman of the Commission informed counsel for 
the town that he had in his possession a plan showing the 
method by which the Commissioners proposed to abolish the 
crossing.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Cemetery Commissioners submits Be follow- 
ing report of the work done the past year. 


Four new lots have been graded on Mountain Ave.; twelve 
lots in perpetual care have been regraded and seeded; eighteen 
hundred feet of new sods have been laid on lots in perpetual 
care; one hundred and seventy-five feet of one inch galvanized 
iron water pipe have been laid on Begonia Path and Central 
Ave., and fifty feet of two inch on Central and Highland 
Aves,; seventy-five loads of gravel have been put on paths 
and avenues. Twelve small and seven large foundations 
have been put in. 


The two iron fences, all settees, path and avenue signs and 
the two summer houses have been repaired and painted. Our 
horse which we have had for a number of years gave out last 
spring and we were obliged to buy a new one. 


We expected to put in about six hundred feet of four inch. 
water pipe on Mountain and Hillside Avenues but were un- 
able to do so because of lack of funds; this work should be 
done next year for without this pipe we cannot reach the new 
lots on Hillside Ave. We have not had money enough to pur- 
chase trees and have not set out any for a number of years; we 
ought to set out a few each year and hope we shall be able 
to make a beginning next year. 

Our appropriation was cut from twelve hundred to one 
thousand dollars last year which,with the added expense of the 
horse, made us really five hundred dollars short of our usual 
income. 

Once more we urge upon lot owners the great advantage, 
both to them and the Cemetery, of placing lots in perpetual 
care.

Fourth Annual Report of the Winchester 
Water and Sewer Board. 


WaTER DEPARTMENT. 


At the annual Town meeting last March, it was voted 
“That the Winchester -Water and Sewer Board is hereby 
requested to petition the State Board of Health to make 
rules and regulations to prevent the pollution and to secure 
the sanitary protection of all inland waters and all streams and 
ponds used by the Town as sources of water supply, and until 
such rules and regulations are established, fishing in the 
reservoirs of the Town is hereby prohibited.’ Agreeably to 
this vote petition for State supervision was at once made. 


The State Board of Health gave the matter early atten- 
tion and reported its action in the following communication: 


April 1, 1909. 
To the Water and Sewer Board of the 
Town of Winchester: 


Gentlemen :— 


I have the honor to transmit the rules and regu- 
lations adopted by the State Board of Health, in reply 
to your petition received at this office on March 11, 1909, 
relative to preventing the pollution and securing the sanitary 
protection of the waters of North, Middle and South Reser- 
voirs. These rules and regulations were adopted by the . 
State Board of Health at its meeting on April 1, 1909.

The rules and regulations were duly published in the 
Winchester, Medford and Stoneham papers, as the law 
provides, and the following notice has been posted in 
fourteen places near the shores of the reservoirs: 


WINCHESTER RESERVOIRS. 


Boating, Bathing, Fishing, Skating, or any act tending to 
pollute the waters of this basin is prohibited by law. 


During the past summer a sixteen inch cast iron water 
main has been laid from the North Reservoir to the junction 
of Forest and Washington streets. This takes the place of the 
twelve inch cement lined pipe laid in 1873, when the North 
Reservoir was built. 


The department work in its various branches has been 
cared for as usual. The oil engine in the West Side High 
Service Pumping Station has been looked over by the makers 
and putin order. An auxiliary supply should be installed to 
provide for accident to the present equipment. Details of 
pipe laying and of other work will be found in the report of 
the Superintendent.

The continued growth of Winchester is evidenced by the 
more than seventy new services put in during the year. 
This means, of course, constantly increasing demands on our 
water supply which must be husbanded with great care in 
future, if the same limited quantity is to be distributed 
among a larger number of consumers. The waste of water 
has been checked in recent years by careful and syste- 
matic inspection and by the more general use of meters. 


METER INSTALLATIONS. 


In 1899 there were 22 meters in use. Six years later there 
were only 78. Increased and systematic use began in 1906, 
when 104 services were metered. In 1907, 77 services were so 
equipped, in 1908, 229, in 1909, 340, making a total of 828, 
so we now have about 45 per cent of all the supplies safe- 
guarded by meters. 

As the years pass it becomes more and more evident that 
our water supply must be conserved, and it is now generally 
recognized that every service should be metered. 

We believe that the Town will make no mistake in spending 
money liberally for meters, and we ask for an appropriation 
that will allow at least 500 to be installed the coming year. 

The Board recommends that from the Water Receipts of 
1910 there be taken to pay interest on bonds, $7,332.50 
That there be transferred to construction account, $8,000.00. 
That the balance be credited to maintenance account. 
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SEWER DEPARTMENT. 
CONSTRUCTION. 


During the year just past considerable over a mile of 
sewer pipe has been laid including street work and house 
connections. More trunk lines should be put in and more 
‘more house connections made, but the call for these comes 
from citizens living on unaccepted ways, courts and roads 
and, for the reasons stated in last year’s report, the Board 
is often unable to furnish the sewer connections desired. 


MAINTENANCE. 


The principal menace to the proper working of our sewer 
system is the presence and growth of tree roots in the pipes. 
This is an important matter and must be looked after 
regularly and with care, otherwise serious results are sure to 
follow.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS. 


Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN: 


The Sewer Department has constructed during the past year 
four thousand twenty three and sixty-two one hundredths 
(4023.62) feet of street sewer and has made eighty seven 
connections of buildings with the public sewers. In addition 
to the above, the entire system has been thoroughly cleaned 
once, various parts have been cleaned more than once, and 
inspections of certain sections of the system have been made at 
regular periods and the lines in greatest need of flushing have 
been flushed at intervals of about one month. All our lines 
are in good condition and the entire system of more than 
twenty three miles is in good working order at present. 


The new sewers laid are extensions of old lines. No new 
connections of street mains have been made with either the 
Mystic Valley Sewer or the Metropolitan Sewer. The exten- 
sions made in 1909 are described briefly as follows:- 


In Cabot Street Extension a six inch sewer, beginning at a 
manhole in Warren Street and extending northerly nine 
hundred and fifty-three and thirty-two one hundredths (953.82) 
feet to a manhole a short distance from the southerly line 
of Wildwood St. 


In Cresent Road,an eight inch sewer, beginning at a manhole 
three hundred and forty eight and four tenths (348.4) feet 
southerly froma manholein Winthrop St. andextending easterly 
and southeasterly two hundred and ninety seven and thirty five 
one hundredths (297.35) feet to a man hole about seventy 
eight feet from the southerly line of Mason Street. In Curtis 
Street, a six inch sewer, beginning at a man hole in Pine 
Street and extending one hundred and sixty-six and ninety 
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five one hundredths (166.95) feet north easterly to a man hole 
at a private way leading to the Spicer property. In Harrison 
Street a six inch sewer beginning at a man hole two hundred 
forty and four tenths (240.4) feet from a man hole in Lawrence 
Street, and extending north westerly three hundred seventy 
six and six tenths (376.6) feet to a man hole about seventy- 
seven feet from the southerly line of Wildwood Street. In Main 
Street an eight inch sewer, beginning at a man hole in Vine 
Street, and extending northerly in the Westerly sidewalk in 
Main Street two hundred and sixty three (263) feet to a man 
hole about fifty six feet southerly from the bridge over the 
outlet from Wedge pond. In Nile’s private way, a road lead- 
ing southerly from Lake View Road, a six inch sewer, beginn- 
ing at a man hole in Lake View Road and extending southerly 
south westerly and southerly four hundred and twelve (412) 
feet to an end man hole. In Ogden Ave. a private way lead- 
ing north easterly from Bacon Street, an eight inch sewer, 
beginning at a point one hundred sixteen and seventy-five 
one hundredths (116.75) feet south easterly from a manhole 
in Ogden Ave., said man hole being three hundred 
and thirty two feet (832) north easterly from a man hole in 
Bacon Street, thence south easterly one hundred ninety three 
and eighty one one hundredths (193.81) feet to a man hole 
on a line across the end of Ogden Ave. and Symmes Road. 
In Pine St. a six inch sewer, beginning at a manhole six hundred 
and sixty-six and sixty five one hundredths feet (666.65) from 
Church Street and running north westerly fifty seven and 
twenty eight one hundredths (57.28) feet to a man hole in 
Pine Street. In Sanborn Street a six inch sewer, beginning at 
a man hole in Brooks Street and running easterly two hundred 
ninety sevenandeight tenths (297.8) feet to a summit manhole. 
In Spicer private way, a six inch sewer, beginning at a man 
hole in Curtis Street, and extending northerly about one 
hundred thirty nine and sixty five one hundredths (139.65) 
feet to an end man hole. In Symmes Road, an eight inch sewer, 
beginning at a manhole ona line across the end of Ogden Ave. 
and Symmes Road, and extending south easterly one hundred 
sixty two and sixty six one hundredths (162.66) feet to an 
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end man hole. In Wildwood Street, an eight inch sewer 
beginning at a man hole one thousand and ninety and forty 
two one hundredths .(1090.42) feet north westerly from a 
manhole’ at Fletcher Street, and extending north westerly 
and south westerly seven hundred and three and two tenths 
(7038.2) feet to a man hole at Cabot Street Extension. In 
this work there was nothing out of the ordinary in the ex- 
cavation, all the material in the trenches being sand and 
gravel excepting in Crecsent Road and Sanborn Street where 
there was very hard blue gravel and boulders and a small 
quantity of ledge. The average cost of excavation per cubic 
yd. for all depths for the years work was about $.68 and the 
average cost per running foot including man holes, was $1.07. 
The following table shows in concise form the essential facts 
of the extension work and the mileage at the beginning of the 
year and the total length of the system, exclusive of house 
connections, to date. 
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HovusE CONNECTION WoRK. 


We have eighty seven connections of buildings this year 
with the public sewers. Of this number, eighty-four have 
been with dwelling houses, one with a stable and two have 
been with Beggs & Cobbs factory. Of the total number of 
connections, thirty eight have been with old buildings and 
forty nine with new ones. Owing to the character of the 
sewage from the Beggs & Cobb Plant, the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewage Board have required the Beggs and Cobbs 
Co. to install two large settling tanks in duplicate, each 
tank being forty nine feet long and twenty five feet wide. 
From these tanks, connections are made with the Stoneham 
branch of the Metropolitan Sewer and the old connections 
from the plant which formerly disposed of its waste by way 
of the Mystic Valley Sewer, are to be sealed off. The con- 
struction of the tanks and laying of the ten inch sewers to 
them are completed, but the old connections have not been 
cut off to date. 3 


Allthe preliminaries of arranging for the new work at Beggs 
& Cobbs Plant have been looked after by the Town. Plans 
for the work have been made by us and submitted to the Metro- 
politan Board and approved by them. The construction of the 
tanks has been done by Beggs & Cobbs by contract arrangement 
and the connecting sewers have been laid and supervised by this 
department. There is one more tank to be installed at this 
factory but the work cannot be done until next year. The 
method of ‘‘settling out” certain parts of the waste from the 
Winchester Mfg. Co. Plant off Cross St. was not entirely 
satisfactory to the Metropolitan Sewerage Board in that 
lime and particles of animal matter adhered to the sewer into 
which’ this waste was deposited and caused more labor and 
expense in cleaning the trunk line than the Metropolitan force 
thought necessary. An existing tank, which seemed to be 
sufficient to settle all floating matter at the time it was in- 
stalled, was enlarged, and a duplicate tank was constructed 
and the area of the tanks used for settling purposes was in- 
creased to about four times the original area. These tanks 
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work well now and there does not seem to be any reason why 
they should not continue to be satisfactory, provided, of 
course, that care is taken to keep the screens clean and the 
tanks cleaned out at frequent intervals. 


The following table shows where house connections have 
been made, their length and size and other facts of importance 
in this part of the work. - 


TABLE SHow1nc Housr Connections Mave 1n 1909. 
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In addition to the above, 34 ft. of 12” pipe were laid as an addition 
to the sewer from the plant of the Winchester Mfg. Co., Cross St., mak- 
ing the total length of pipe laid as sewer connections in 1909, 5193 ft. 
or .984 miles. To Jan. 1 there had been made 1077 connections with the 
public sewer for a total of 12.725 miles. This year’s additions brings 
the total connections to 1164 and the mileage to 13.709. 
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The average cost for the street part of all connections for 
the year has been seventeen dollars and the average price per 
foot in the owners premises, exclusive of cost of manholes, 
has been about fifty five cents. All connection work has 
been done with the same care as in street work and particular 
attention has been paid to the attempt to exclude tree roots 
and to make the work lasting and thorough for the owners 
benefit. We have been called upon five times this year to re- 
move obstructions in as many house connections and have 
found on our arrival to do the work that two of the stoppages 
were due to obstructions in running traps for which there was 
no responsibility on the part of the Town, and in the other 
three that there were large bunches of tree roots which had 
obstructed the drainage from the house. One of these connec- 
tions on Myrtle St., had caused so much annoyance that the 
owner ordered the pipe entirely relaid and heavily reinforced 
with cement concrete. 


MAINTENANCE. 


The maintenance work of the past year has been the same as 
in previous years and has consisted in thoroughly brushing 
and cleaning the whole system, inspecting and flushing at 
regular intervals and keeping the syphons in good work- 
ing order. The matter of overflowing three of our outfall 
lines into the streams and ponds at rare intervals has been 
taken up and reported on to your Board. We have a number of 
flush valves in our man holes at advantageous points to assist 
us in keeping our lines clean and free from obstructions but 
there should, in my opinion, be many more installed. These 
valves are of great service in keeping the sewers clean. They 
would make the work less expensive and easier for the men and 
would be a generally great addition to the system. 


Various rights of way for sewer purposes in private land 
and ways have been obtained from parties who desired to 
avail themselves of the use of the sewer but who were not able 
to do so until this formality was complied with. The schedules 
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of sewer assessments and charges for use of sewer have been 
completed and submitted to you. The records necessary on 
account of the extension and house connecting work are being 
made and put in shape for permanent reference. A careful 
study of the location and grade for sewers in Main St. from the 
center northerly to Lake Street should be made for use when 
ever it is desired to place public sewers in that street. A survey 
should be made also for future needs of the territory lying be- 
tween the ice bridge, so called, and the Woburn line and be- 
tween the Woburn Branch Railroad and the Cummingsville 
Branch of the Metropolitan Sewer.

‘with the inspector. 


They are the laws of the town, enacted by the voters 
thereof, and the inspector is the officer whose duty it is to see 
that they are enforced without infraction or evasion. 


It is often found unpleasant to enforce lawful requirements 
when other methods, more simple and less expensive, would 
better serve the purpose for which the work is done.

The report of the Fire Engineers for the year ending 
December 31, 1909 is respectfully submitted. 


-During the year, the Department was called out of town 
three times, once to Stoneham and twice to Woburn. 


At the ‘“‘Blank”’ fire on Lake St., help was asked for from 
Stoneham, Arlington, Medford and Woburn. The response 
in each case was prompt and the aid rendered was a large 
factor in confining the fire to the building where it started. 


The thanks of this Department are hereby tendered to 
each of the above named towns for the valuable assistance 
given. | 


The ‘inter city’? system established, during the year, 
between Woburn and Winchester is working well. By it, 
the potential capacity of this Department has been largely 
increased at a minimum cost. 


ALARMS. 


The Department has answered 84 alarms, 41 from the 
street boxes, 24 by telephone followed by street-box calls 
and 19 by telephone or messenger where no alarm was 
sounded.

So much 
has been said about the Central Fire Station that anything 
more seems unnecessary. We understand the Committee 
will report at the Annual Meeting. 


APPARATUS. 
The apparatus owned by the Department is as follows: 
one steamer fire engine, third size, one two horse wagon with 
1400 feet of hose, and two chemicals, one two horse wagon 
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with 1100 feet of hose, 18 feet ladders and two chemicals, one 
three horse hook and ladder truck with 339 feet ladders and 
four chemicals, axes, hooks etc., two: two horse exercise 
wagons loaded with hose and coal, two two horse pungs and 
one two horse hook and ladder sled. The Engine and Hose 
3 wagon are in good condition. The sleds all need painting. 


HORSES AND HARNESSES. 


The Department owns nine horses. During the winter 
it uses one more which it gets for its keeping. Six of these 
horses are in good condition. The other three have seen 
twelve year’s service and must be replaced the coming year, 

The harnesses are in good condition. 


Hose. 


To meet all reasonable demands at least 5000 feet of hose 
should be constantly on hand. We have 4350 feet, about 
300 feet of which is poor. We intend to purchase 500 feet 
more at once. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


The fire alarm system needs some extensive repairs. Dur- 
ing the year a new whistle machine and a new whistle have 
replaced the old ones and are working well. Considerable 
has been done in the battery room and more new cells and 
elements are needed. About eight miles of wire must be re- 
. newed the coming spring. 


Citizens on Everett Avenue, Loring Avenue, Main Street, 
north from the square and Myrtle Street extension have asked 
for new boxes in their localities and the Engineers believe 
their requests should be granted. 


STREET WATERING. 


As in past years, the permanent men and the horses have 
been used in watering the streets near the stations.

severe tests during the past year. Reference to the table of 
“Fires” will show an unusually large number of dwelling 
houses and some of these have been so called ‘ ‘partition’’ fires 
that were exceedingly difficult to extinguish.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REVENUE RE- 
CEIVED FROM LINDEN STREET HOUSE. 


At the annual town meeting held March 15th, 1909, the 
following vote was passed:—Voted, that the Selectmen tell 
the citizens in this town meeting now assembled, what revenue 
the town is receiving from the- Linden Street House, and 
that a committee of three be appointed by the moderator to 


investigate. 


It is evident from the records of the town meeting that the 
board of Selectmen did not pay any attention to the mandate 
of the town and did not ‘‘tell the citizens now assembled”’ 
anything about the income the town was receiving or had re- 
ceived to date of the town meeting from the dwelling house 
on Linden Street which was purchased June 25th, 1903, as 
a portion of an estate upon which a new town stable has 
since been erected. It also appears that the board has not 
collected any revenue from the property during the present 
year notwithstanding the vote of the town calling attention 
to the matter. It therefore becomes the duty of the committee 
appointed ‘‘to investigate’’ the matter to report its findings. 

The title of the Linden street property passed form Daniel 
W. Kimball to the town, June 25, 1903. On the property, 
formerly the Kimball homestead, was a two story dwelling » 
house in good repair occupied by a family which has con- 
tinued to occupy it to the present time. The house is situated 
at the best end of the property, the house lot being about 85 
by 150 feet, exclusive of the stable lot, the former not fac- 
ing on the stable lot but on Linden street. The house, exclusive 
of land, was valued for taxation purposes in 1902 at $1600. 
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A town committee was chosen May 25, 1903, to procure 
plans and build a new town stable on the Kimball lot, Linden 
Street. The committee consisted of Daniel B. Badger, 
Charles L. Allen and James J. Fitzgerald. Later James Hinds 
was appointed in place of Mr. Allen who had removed from 
town. The committee built the stable and its accessories and 
made its final report to the town March 12th, 1906. In pre- 
paring the site and in building the new stable, the dwelling 
house was not disturbed or injured in any way and was oc- 
cupiedallthe time during the committee’s care of the property. 
According to information received from the 1903 board of 
Selectmen the building committee formally stated to that 
board that the committee considered it had entire charge of 
the property, including the dwelling house, and would look 
after the rental of the house until it had completed its work 
and its report had been accepted by the town. During this 
period of almost three years, there is no record of the town’s 
receiving any rental orincume of any kind from the dwelling 
house excepting four dollars per year collected from the 
occupants of the house in payment of water rates. 


Since March 12, 1906, (almost four years) the Linden Street 
property has been in charge of four different boards of Select- 
men, and no rent has been collected by either one of said 
boards, although the Winchester water board has faithfully 
collected the water rates. The present board of selectmen (1909) 
has lately made an arrangement to collect ten dollars per 
month rental for the house, the rent to commence December 
1, 1909, (the present month). As this amount remains to be 
collected, your committee is obliged to report that the town 
has not received from the Linden St. property any rental, 
or income whatever (except this month’s expectations and the 
water rates) fromJune 25, 1903 to the present time. The town 
has also lost the municipal taxes it would have received had 
the house and house lot not been town property during the 
past seven years. If ten dollars per month is a_ sufficient 
future rental or if back rent can be collected, are questions 
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for the board of selectmen and town counsel to answer rather 
than" your committee who simply report the above facts in 
regard to ‘‘what revenue the town is receiving from the 
Linden Street House.”

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN. 


The work of this department dufing the past year has 
been given to controlling the Gypsy and Brown Tail moths 
and Elm Leaf beetles. While the first two pests were not so 
troublesome as in previous years the elm beetles were very 
numerous, making it-necessary to spray all the street and park 
elms twice. It is possible that the legislation may declare the 
elm beetle a nuisance, thus compelling its suppression on 
private as well as public property. 


No new planting has been done. Some dead and feeble trees 
have been taken out. On the main thoroughfares the trees 
appear to be gradually failing and it is doubtful if they can be 
maintained in health unless an ample loam space is provided 
and all wires kept away from them. To bring about these 
conditions on narrow streets used for street cars and heavy 
traffic is well nigh impossible. 


Our town is quite generally infested with the Leopard Moth, 
a very serious pest and one not easily handled. 


The situation as regards the gypsy and brown tail moths is 
steadily improving. Several European parasites and predatory 
insects have been liberated by the federal and state authorities 
and have not only survived the winters but have spread over 
a large area. Hand suppression must be continued for some 
years. But the work in this town can be done with a smaller 
force than heretofore. 


The tree warden has been called upon several times to 
suppress the San Jose scale. He has no authority to do this 
work. The control of this pest must be by private effortmainly, 
as the insect works almost wholly upon shrubs and fruit trees 
and cannot be classed as a destroyer of shade trees. 
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The equipment of the department has been kept up by 
repairs and by the purchase of five hundred feet of new rubber 
hose. Three spraying machines only were used as against four 
during the previous year. 


The total expenditures for the year as shown in the follow- 
ing statements have been $6,971.64. Of this amount 
$2,026.96 has been assessed upon property owners for the year 
ending May 1, 1909, $297.06 was returned to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts on an over payment of reimburse- 
ment for the year ending Nov. 30th, 1908, and $191.84 was 
expended for labor and supplies on private property, 
which was repaid in full, making $4,455.78 as the approxi- 
mate cost to the town for the year’s work.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


WINCHESTER, Dec. 31, 1909. 


The trustees of the library wish to thank all who have given . 
books or pamphlets. to the library during the year. 


The report of the librarian which follows gives a detailed 
account of the work of the library. 


From it will be seen that the circulation last year was larger 
than that of any previous year; the total circulation of 46,810 
being 1,825 more than in 1908. 


To relieve the pressure on the space in the stack-room, which 
has now become too acute to be endured longer, it is planned to 
fit up the room in the basement under the library for an over- 
flow stack-room, and place there the books which are seldom 
called for, including the older files of bound magazines. This 
room is reached by a private staircase from the librarian’s 
office and will serve sufficiently well for the present at least. 


What is left of the balance to our credit, after paying the 
expenses of the library until March,will be used for this change, 
and the additional amount needed will have to be taken from 
the appropriation of next year. 


The librarian was given a month’s vacation and two months’ 
leave of absence without pay during the summer, in order to 
afford her the opportunity for a trip to Europe. While she 
was away, the work of the library was carried on faithfully and 
efficiently by the assistant librarians. 
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To carry on the work of the library during the coming year, 
and to make the change as planned, an appropriation will be 
needed of $2300.00 and the dog tax of the current year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Winchester Public Library: 

Gentlemen :—The past year has been a very busy one, especi- 
ally in the circulating department, 46,810 volumes having been 
circulated; the largest number in the history of the library. 
This increase is evidently the result of a better appreciation of 
what the library contains and of the policy, which believes 
that books were made to use and obtain the benefit from 
rather than hoarding them in the library. 


Book PRIVILEGES 

Vacation privileges. The arrangement which allowed extra 
books at a time when patrons had the most leisure for reading 
though not the opportunity of frequenting the library was 
much appreciated. 

And also during the rest of the year never was the policy of 
the library so liberal as at present. Any reasonable number of 
books, not new or in great demand, are allowed persons who 
will be responsible for them. During the vacation period the 
library assumes the responsibility of renewal, during the rest 
of the year the borrower. 


ConTAGious DISEASES.

When the books are returned to the library they are burned. 
Persons residing or sojourning in infected houses are not 
permitted the use of the library while the quarantine lasts. 


Forty seven such notices have been sent this year, fortunately 
few of the patients had books, so it has been necessary to burn 
only nine books. 


READING Room. 


Owing to the increasing number of small children frequent- 
ing the Children’s Room, it has seemed advisable to promote 
the larger boys and girls to the adult reading room. 


It has proved somewhat difficult to convince them the room 
is not intended for a club room, where they may meet each 
other, discuss ball and kindred subjects. 


The need of a Boys’ Club, Y. M. C. A. or some good meeting 


place for young people is demonstrated daily, especially in 
cold weather.

I dislike to have my reports become annual messages of a 
single note, but each year we think we are crowded to the 
limit of our capacity, then have to devise some new scheme of 
arrangement. It certainly will be necessary to arrange some 
shelves in the basement next year.

STAFF. 


The members of the staff remain the same as last year with 
the addition of Miss Homer as assistant in the children’s room, 
and general substitute for the main library. 
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The meetings of the Massachusetts Library Club have been 
attended by the Librarian and several of the assistants. The 
meeting of the American Library Association at Bretton 
Woods was attended by Miss Macdonald, the children’s libra- 
rian. (All at their own expense). 


VACUUM CLEANING. 


Several times we have experimented with the problem of 
cleaning the library with more or less sucess for the time being, 
but it would not last because our system of hot air heating con- 
stantly pours dust etc., from the basement into our rooms, 

Now the library is being cleaned by the Vacuum Cleaning 
Process and we intend at intervals during the coming year to 
have it cleaned systematically in sections. 

The report from the Juvenile Department and the statistics 
for the year are appended.

. JUVENILE DEPARTMENT. 

The Children’s Room still continues to be used by a large 
number of children; many using the reading room who do not 
take books home. 

This year the old charging system has been abandoned in 
favor of the Brown system, which does not require any bor- 
rower’s card. Instead a small pocket with the name and 
address of the user is kept at the library. Each book is fitted . 
with a corner pocket in which is a card with call number, 
name of author, and title of the book written on it. When 
a book is drawn, the card is taken from the book, placed in the 
borrower’s pocket and filed away. 

In the front of each book is pasted a slip on which is stamped 
the date due. This is an improvement on the old system, in 
that there is no card for the child to lose. And one can easily 
see who has had a certain book, as each borrower’s number is 
recorded on the book card. 
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This change made it necessary for all children who had been 
using cards secured from the adult department, to re-register 
in the children’s room. This has made it possible to know 
exactly the number of young people drawing ‘books,viz.-844. 


All the books have been carefully examined and those dis- 
carded which for any reason it did not seem wise to keep or re- 
place. There are now on the shelves of this department 2066 
books—146 of which have been added during the year. 


We are greatly indebted to Mr. Parkhurst for his generosity 
in presenting 53 new books which have been greatly ap- 
preciated. And Mr. Herron, Dr. Blaisdell and Mrs. Ordway 
have also shown their interest by gifts of books. 


12,336 books have been circulated during the year; 9475 
fiction, 2861 non fiction.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Winchester: 


The School Committee, immediately after organizing, held 
an open meeting to which it invited citizens of Winchester, 
that it might hear whatever complaints existed regarding the 
schools and might receive any suggestions. Other meetings 
with citizens have followed. The Committee has not always 
adopted the suggestions it received but has, in every case, 
considered them thoroughly and carefully. 


In the High School, it was the desire of Mr. Lovering to be 
relieved from the executive work as Principal. The Committee, 
therefore, made a thorough canvas of available young men, 
competent for the place, and selected one whom they believed 
to be the best fitted for the position. It was felt also that there 
should be more men teachers in the High School to instruct the 
classes of boys and that classes of boys should be separated 
from the classes of girls, in order to secure more effective 
work. A new sub-master was obtained and it is the desire of 
the Committee to add still another man to the staff next 
year. 


A vacancy occurred in the Grammar School Principalship 
and an experienced man was placed there. 


The plan of having a trained School Nurse in attendance 
at the schools has been adopted. 


Several changes in text-books have been made to the 
benefit of the pupils in securing books better adapted to 
y oung minds. 


The salaries of the teachers who were retained have been © 
raised nearer to the proper amount, although Winchester still 
does not pay the maximum paid by several cities and 
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towns of Winchester’s standing. It is the desire of the Com- 
mittee to keep no dead wood on its teaching force, but, on 
the other hand, to pay a proper salary to every teacher 
who works heartily for the welfare of the children. The 
increase in registration requires three additional teachers, 
‘one in the grades and two in the High School. These items 
together with the expenditure required for new desks and for 
the extension of the telephone service make the estimated 
budget larger than last year. | 


The question of teaching cooking in the schools has been 
brought to the attention of the Committee. The members 
feel that instruction of this kind, if given and paid for by the 
Town, should be broadly distributed,—not offered to school 
pupils only but open to all girls whether they attend the 
schools or not. The Committee, therefore, recommends that 
cooking classes be established, open to all girls between the 
ages of 14 and 20 years, to be conducted under the super- 
vision of the School Committee, but not made a compulsory 
part of the school program. 


Having been requested by the town to consider the question 
of Manual Training, the Committee reports that it does not 
regard the establishment of a Manual Training School in 
Winchester as feasible at the present time, chiefly because the 
number of boys who would take the course would not be at all 
commensurate with the cost. Manual Training in itself is un- 
questionably very valuable. The schools of Winchester have 
already conducted courses in this work and it is the belief 
of the Committee that these courses should be developed and 
additional courses added as soon as they can be utilized to 
the fullest advantage. But the establishment of a separate 
Manual Training School at this time is not believed to 
be wise. The Committee asked the Town Counsel for his 
opinion whether the town could legally pay for the instruc- 
tion of our boys in a Manual Training School in another 
place; he replies that such payment could not legally be made. 
Under the law, however, the town is called upon to pay one- 
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half the tuition of a boy or girl who attends an independent 
industrial school elsewhere,a distinction being made by the law 
between these independent industrial schools and Manual 
Training Schools.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Commuttee, 
Town of Winchester, Massachusetts. 


GENTLEMEN:—In accordance with your regulations the 
twenty-seventh annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools is herewith presented. 


During the past year the fundamental idea upon which the 
activities of the School Department have been based has been 
to increase the efficiency of its work. That this has been so 
in no sense expresses a failure to appreciate what has been 
accomplished in previous years but simply a fuller realization 
of the obligations that are upon us to do as well as possible for 
those who so quickly pass through our schools into the 
responsibilities of life. This has been understood to imply 
both that we should continue to do thoroughly the things 
that have always been expected of the schools and that in 
diverse ways we should perfect our organization and broaden 
the scope of our work 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


It is a satisfaction to note that in general our buildings 
are in good repair and are kept warm and clean; that our 
school rooms are commodious, pleasant and well furnished; 
and that our playgrounds are fairly adequate. In other words, 
the conditions under which pupils are working are not subject 
to serious adverse criticism. Nevertheless, improvement is 
possible in some of our buildings and we should not be content 
until they are all exceptionally good, as they ought to be in 
Winchester. 
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Our pupils spend the larger part of their daylight working 
hours on the school grounds and in the school rooms. They 
receive from their school surroundings an unconscious train- 
ing that will strongly influence their attitude towards their 
future environment. If they are given school rooms with 
harmoniously tinted walls and beautiful pictures, and 
school grounds with green lawns and clean, level play 
spaces, they will be more likely as citizens to maintain 
attractive homes and to favor public improvements. This 
is independent of the fact that without. doubt the quality 
of the regular school work is affected by the pupils’ surround- 
ings. It would be well to plan each year to paint two or three 
buildings inside and out and to provide good reproductions of 
standard works of art. The High School and the Wadleigh 
Grammar School are well supplied but in the other buildings 
few rooms have any pictures. An expenditure of $50 per year 
would provide six or eight excellent pictures of suitable size 
and in a few years our school rooms would be well equipped. 


The school grounds are, except at the Highland, in good 
condition, but this one is unsightly. As soon as possible, the 
grounds should be laid out to provide a lawn. Sufficient land 
could easily be left for play. 


REPAIRS 


Exhibit XVI givesa list of such repairsas may be of general 
interest. The minor repairs noted have this year required a 
considerably smaller expenditure than in 1907 or 1908, be- 
cause many small things of a permanent nature had been done. 
There will always be a large number of minor repairs but in 
future it may be well to have a definite policy each year to 
consider some large and permanent improvements, such as 
have already been suggested, as having a claim on the budget. 


From this year’s list some items seem to merit particular 
mention. The grading of the Washington street side of the 
High School lot is a notable improvement and the concrete 
walk has removed the temptation to make a path across the 
lawn. The material removed in this work was used at a 
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nominal cost, for labor only, to extend, the rear play ground 
at the Gifford School. This was enlarged to just about 
twice its former size. Although still small, it now permits a 
fair amount of outdoor exercise. 


TELEPHONES 


The telephones have been of great service in the care of the 
school buildings, the general school administration, the work 
of the School Physician, the School Nurse and the Truant 
officer, and are a general convenience to teachers, pupils and 
parents. It is to be hoped that no emergency will arise to 
demonstrate their supreme usefulness, but if its comes, we 
shall not have to regret their lack. 


HEALTH OF PUPILS 


As Superintendent Brooks of Boston observed in his last 
annual report, ‘‘health is a necessary precedent of instruc- 
tion.”” The formal school work must always depend on the 
physical condition of the pupils. Lifelong inefficiency may 
frequently be prevented by timely precautions and the 
general well being of the community is affected by the health 
of the children. The most important work that you have 
authorized during the last year has been based on theses 
propositions. : 

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


For several years you have had a School Physician. His 
annual report, Exhibit [X, shows that his services were needed. 
It does not indicate the most important phase of his work, 
namely,that in conjunction with the Secretary of the Board 
of Health, he kept under control and stopped an epidemic of 
scarlet fever. It has,’however, been increasingly obvious that 
in the limited time reserved for the schools he could not visit 
the different buildings to see that minor ailments were properly 
treated, that he could not persistently follow up more serious 
cases requiring attention, that he could not examine the pupils 
as a whole, and that in even a mild epidemic he must practical- 
ly neglect all other duties in the schools. 
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ScHOOL NURSE 


After careful consideration it seemed that the desired ends 
could be best obtained by the appointment of a School Nurse 
on full time. She could visit every school room at frequent in- 
tervals, could treat minor cmplaints not likely to be taken toa 
regular physician, could refer serious cases to the School 
Physician, and could keep in close touch with the pupils in 
school and at home, thus, possibly, preventing the spread of an 
epidemic. 


Her duties have been tentatively outlined as follows: 


1. The School Nurse shall, in accordance with the regulations 
the School Committee and the supervision of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools, act under the immediate direction of the School 
Physician. 


2. She shall visit each school building twice each week 
during the school year and shall visit pupils at their homes as 
she may deem necessary. On visiting school buildings she 
will, in all cases, advise Principals of her presence, and shall 
examine all cases noted by them and make particular inquiry 
for those reported under the following heads: mouth breathers, 
suspected adenoids, special defects,deafness, frequent colds, 
bad breath, chronic discharge from nose or ear, fever, coughs, 
headache, twitching or squinting of eyes, twitching of face or 
parts of the body, skin diseases, parasites, enlarged glands in 
neck, loss of hair, deformities, tuberculosis, uncleanliness, 
frequent absences, bad behavior, inattention, backwardness in 
studies and malnutrition. 


3. She will make a general examination of the pupils in each 
room, examine cases that seem abnormal and report the same 
to the School Physician. 


4. She will treat the following cases, where advisable, under 
the direction of the School Physician: impetigo, pediculosis, 
minor cuts and bruises; investigate condition of pupils in fam- 
ilies reported to the Board of Health; talk to pupils on special 
health topics; check up vaccination records; check eye and 
ear tests by teachers; make eye and ear tests in the High 
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School; take measurements of high school girls in gymnas- 
ium classes; and perform such other professional duties as 
may be required by the School Committee. 


Great care was taken to select an experienced woman who 
would be competent, sympathetic and judicious. Exhibit 
X gives a summary of what has been done in the two school 
- months since she went on duty, November first. This report 
will repay careful examination. The large number of cases re- 
ported as defective does not imply that our children are less 
healthy than those in other places but that we are endeavoring 
to use the proverbial ‘‘ounce of prevention.’’ We may note 
that all pupils who were excluded from school were afterward 
visited at their homes, that in most cases parents had not 
previously. realized the need of medical attention, that in a 
large number of cases treatment has been given and that the 
second month shows a marked decrease in cases of some com- 
mon ailments. It is altogether probable that the future health, 
happiness, and economic efficiency of many of these pupils 
may,in large measure, depend on action resulting from the dis- 
creet and expert services of the School Nurse. As has been sug- 
gested, the pupil’s ability to do his regular school work depends 
directly on his physical condition. It follows that if conditions 
are known, they can sometimes be remedied. In order to 
render available all possible data a card report is kept for 
each pupil who has been recommended for treatment. This is 
likely to be of the greatest service as pupils are promoted from 
one room to another. 


‘This work does not mean any infringement upon the rights 
or duties of parents or upon the province of the regular 
family physician. Medical treatment must, of course, be 
given under their direction or with their approval, unless the 
law requires otherwise. Experience has, however, shown that 
frequently only a trained observer will observe the symptoms 
of ill health, and that authoritative advice is needed to secure 
action. Miss Moulton has completed the first general examin- 
ation of the pupils through the ninth grade. During the re- 
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mainder of the school year, among other things, she will give 
particular attention to the teeth and their proper care, will 
keep in touch with the Secretary of the Board of Health, and 
will assist in enforcing the law requiring instruction in the 
prevention and cure of tuberculosis. It may reasonably be 
expected that this phase of school work will receive greater 
attention each year and that, as a result, in addition to the 
marked benefit in individual cases, the general health of all 
our pupils will be conserved and improved. 


Credit should be given to the Directors of the Visiting Nurse 
Association for assisting in the adoption of the plan and in 
the selection of the School Nurse. They have agreed to pay 
one-half of the salary of the School Nurse until you shall have 
sufficient funds to meet the entire cost, and they have also 
been most helpful in planning the work. 


DRINKING FOUNTAINS 


The drinking fountains noted under ‘‘Improvements”’ in 
Exhibit XVI have been placed one in the hall on each floor of 
every building. These are calculated to remove a source of 
possible contagion. Those installed are so constructed that the 
lips of pupils who are drinking come into contact with nothing 
except the running water. This is much better than to pro- 
vide each pupil with a cup because even individual cups be- 
come dusty. 


We shall, doubtless, see additional measures which may wise- 
ly be taken next year but it is safe to say that in no single year 
since the public schools of Winchester were established has 
so much been done to safeguard the health of our pupils as in 
this. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING 


It is not sufficient to prevent disease, we must also culti- 
vate strong, well bodies. To this end the work in physical 
training has been improved in three features. Recognizing 
the fact that free outdoor play is the birthright of every child 
and the best form of exercise, the Supervisor of Physical Train- 
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ing has given particular attention to the teaching of games fer 
the playgrounds. It may seem strange, but it is true that very 
many children do not know how to play. Their sports are apt 
to be purposeless and rough, or at least, not calculated to give 
physical benefit. It seems that it is possible to give to the child- 
ren a variety of games that include valuable physical train- 
ing, the keenest enjoyment and due regard for the rights of 
others. 

The movement undertaken by the Fortnightly to 
equip Manchester Field as a public playground and to pro- 
vide a physical director for boys and girls deserves cordial 
approval and substantial support from every inhabitant 
of Winchester. If the proposition is carried out as planned, it 
will be easy to coordinate the work with that done under the © 
direction of the Supervisor of Physical Training and to make 
both more effective. There are infinite possibilities for good and 
evil in free play. Undirected, undesirable elements are likely 
to be present. With an adequately equipped and properly 
supervised playground, they can largely be avoided and the 
beneficial aspects can be emphasized. Children will and 
should play. Their elders should see that they play under 
wholesome conditions. 


The second improvement has been the introduction of 
rhythmic movements in conjunction with the general system 
of physical training taught in the Sargent School at Cambridge. 
These are calculated to accustom pupils to control their mus- 
cles, to cultivate a graceful bearing, to invest work which 
might sometimes be irksome with a particular interest, and to 
provide a permanent source of innocent pleasure. 


The third item has been to give to the ninth grade boysand 
girls each a half-hour period once every week in the High School 
Gymnasium. The time has been occupied with marching 
tactics, ryhthmic movements and free play. This has been 
greatly enjoyed by the pupils, has brought the ninth grade 
pupils into closer touch with the High School, and has also 
given a form of physical training not otherwise practicable. 
Mr. Hefflon, Principal of the Wadleigh Grammar School, has 
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also taken squadsof ninth grade boys for workin the gymna- 
sium on occasions when it has not been otherwise? occupied. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING IN THE HIGH SCHOOL 


The High School gymnasium has been almost constantly used 
during available hours. At the morning recess period, it is 
open to the girls for recreation; on Monday and Friday after- 
noons, the High School girls have two gymnasium classes of 
one hour each and in the remainder of the time on these days, 
they play basket ball; on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
afternoons, the boys’ basket ball teams practise from 2:45 to 
5:15. The total number using the gymnasium each week isas 
follows: ninth grade— boys 52, girls 58, total 110; High 
School—boys 82, girls 56, total 1388. } 


HicH ScHoou ATHLETICS. 


The High School teams are as follows: girls— basket ball, 
class and school teams; boys— foot ball, basket ball (class and 
school teams), hockey, track, base ball and canoe crew. 
All athletics are under the direct control of the Principal of the 
High School, both as their financial management and as to 
their general conduct. Members of teams must have an 
average passing mark of 70 per cent in thirteen hours per 
week of regular work and in conduct, both in the preceding 
and in the current quarter, and must be certified by a regular 
physician as in condition to play without probable physical 
detriment. Attendance at the games played by the girls’ 
basket ball team here, or elsewhere, is limited to parents and 
women, and a woman teacher is invariably present 


The foregoing regulations, except as to management by the 
Principal, are required of all teams with which match games 
are played. These sports are thus safeguarded so that the dan- 
ger of physical injury is reduced to a minimum and the regular 
class work is probably, on the whole, improved in quality 
for the players.. 
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It must be admitted that there is an element of danger 
in athletics. The fundamental requirement of a physician’s 
certificate for all members of school teams and the close super- 
vision that is exercised,as well as the character of our pupils, 
has been largely responsible for the total absence of serious 
accidents. In foot-ball, however, it seems that under the pres- 
ent rules only extreme good fortune can prevent occasional 
fatalities. The rules of this game should be modified. Under 
present conditions this can apparently be done only by the 
college authorities. It is to be hoped that they may agree to 
change the rules radically. If they do not, either the high 
schools should play under different rules or the game should 
be abolished. The latter would be a loss because it is a game 
that should develop manliness, resourcefulness and strength. 


In all,82,65.6 per cent out of a totalof 125in the High School 
have been members of the various class and school teams during 
the past year. Asa whole,they have shown a most commend- 
able spirit, have accepted cheerfully the regulations imposed, 
and have played a strong, clean and, usually,a successful game. 
It seems generally to be believed by them that it is more 
important to play in the right way than it is to win. The re- 
cord for the calendar year 1909 is as follows: basket ball— 
won, 14, lost 4; hockey—won 4, lost 2; canoe race, a close 
second; base-ball—won 9, lost 9; foot-ball—won 7, lost 2, tie 
one. 


THE CLASSROOM WoRK 


It must not be inferred because a large amount of attention 
has been given to repairs and improvements in our school 
properties and to the physical welfare of our pupils, that the 
regular class work has been regarded as secondary. The 
latter is the reason for the schools but its effectiveness depends 
to an assured though limited extent on the other features. 


During the year particular emphasis has been placed on the 
subjects of spelling, writing, arithmetic, music and drawing, 
and on the problem of the exceptional pupil. In spelling, a 
carefully graded text book, having a relatively small number of 
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words assigned to each grade and numerous exercises for 
dictation, has been adopted after an exhaustive comparison of 
several books recently published. Definite instruction has 
been given in the methods for pupils to follow in learning our 
variable English spelling and in the use of the dictionary. 


In writing, arrangements have been made to have a series 
of teachers’ meetings with an expert instructor in penmanship 
who at each visit inspects several classes and afterwards dis- 
cusses the best way to remove existing defects. In arithmetic, 
the teachers are giving particular attention to accuracy and 
readiness in the use of numbers. 


The subjects noted have been given emphasis because it has 
been felt that they are, next to reading, fundamental in school 
work, and because they seemed to require it. It is probable 
that another year the work in other lines may be somewhat 
intensified. 


SPECIAL SUBJECTS 


The so-called special subjects—drawing, music, physical 
training, sewing and sloyd, are neither new nor special but 
because they are frequently so regarded, we may use this term. 
In point of fact, they embody to an even greater extent than 
the usual regular subjects the wisest conception of education. 


In these subjects, the year shows marked advance in the 
closer relation of the work done to the future life of the pupil. 
Mention has already been made of the improvement in physi- 
cal training. For the other subjects, it may be sufficient to 
say, that, in drawing, the pupils are in all grades applying 
theirinstruction to constructive work ;in music,they are learning 
to read music at sight with correct expression and pure tone 
quality; in sewing, the girls are making wearing apparel for 
themselves and for their families;and, in sloyd, the boys are 
manufacturing articles for their homes and for themselves. 
Particular mention should be made of the concert given last 
May by the High School Chorus and of the music at the 
graduation exercises of the High School and of the Wadleigh 
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Grammar School. These occasions showed that the theories, 
outlined in the last school report, on which the instruction in 
music is based are practical and that our pupils are benefiting 
by a positive musical training. 


THE EXTENSION OF THE WORK IN MANUAL TRAINING 


The work in manual training has been so successful that its 
extension must be only a matter of time and available funds. 
Ultimately, we shall have a well graded course from the 
primary grades through the High School. We shall do this be- 
cause the trend of educational thinking is in this direction, not 
as a matter of passing whim but as the well considered 
conclusion of many years of experiment in the school world, 
and because our citizens will wish their children to enjoy the 
advantages offered in other communities of the same rank in 
other respects. 


CooKING 


The first practical step in this diredtion is to introduce cook- 
ing. You have by formal vote expressed your belief that classes 
in cooking should be organized for all girls between the ages of 
fourteen and twenty, whether in school or out, that admission 
should, save for exceptional cases, be limited to those who 
have completed the work of the Grammar School, that the 
course should be two years in length, and that on the satis- 
factory completion of the course a certificate should be given. 


This action seems to be progressive and judicious. The 
necessary expense for the first year would be about $1000; 
$600 for permanent equipment; $250 for the teacher, two days 
each week; and $150 for supplies. The last two items are for 
September to February, inclusive, the portion of the next 
school yearincludedinthisappropriation year. Thisshould pro- 
vide forfromeighty to ninety pupilsin four divisions, each tohave 
one lesson two hours in length every week through the school 
year. The general limitation of girls who are either in the 
High School or not in school will assure a prerequisite either 
of mental training or of keen desire which will make the 
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instruction effective. About ninety per cent of the pupils in 
the ninth grade enter the High School and exceptional cases 
can be provided for,so that no girl who may be benefited will 
be excluded. 


It is to be hoped that we may not be over-confident in ex- 
pecting that the Town will vote the necessary funds. This is 
a form of training which every girl should have either for per- 
sonal advantage and use or for directing others, and the school 
is the place in which it can best be given. Many mothers have 
neither the time, the pedagogical training, nor the material 
equipment needed for teaching the subject at home. They are 
already, in the great majority of homes, burdened with 
so many cares that a systematic course of instruction could not 
be undertaken, and if desultory or incomplete, it would be 
unsatisfactory. Furthermore, it is probable that instruction 
inaclass with othersisaltogether more effective than the same in- 
struction alone. As has been said, thisis a supremely practical 
matter. It affects the health, the comfort and the financesof the 
homesofthe next generationinthiscommunity. Outofa total of 
approximately 189 girls who will be in the High School next 
year, 121, 64 per cent, have expressed an earnest desire to 
take this work. For the sake of all that it may mean to them 
the classes should be begun in September, 191%). 


NEw PRINCIPALS | 

The election of Mr. Arthur P. Briggs, Principal of the 
Grammar School, to a District Superintendency, and the wish 
of Mr. Lovering, after twenty two years of service, to be 
relieved of the cares of the High School Principalship, involved 
two changes of more than ordinary consequnce. As you know, 
appointments were made after careful consideration of many 
excellent men and with the hope that the selections would 
distinctly add to the strength of the School Department. 
These expectations seem to have been happily realized. Mr. 
Hefflon, as Principal of the Wadleigh Grammar School, and 
Mr. Wixom, as Principal of the High School, have proved to be 
excellent teachers, firm and sympathetic principals, and car- 
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ful administrators. It is fortunate that Mr. Lovering remains 
in the High School as Principal Emeritus and teacher of 
Latin. Our pupils will continue to profit from his skill in 
teaching and his personal influence. 


GENERAL MODIFICATIONS 


In planning for the work of the present school year it seemed 
well to seat the boys and girls from the sixth grade to the High 
School, inclusive, in separate rooms, and to provide separate 
recess periods in the Wadleigh Grammar School. This arrange- 
ment has been generally followed, the exceptions being the 
regular sixth grade, one advanced sixth grade, one ninth 
grade, and the fourth year of the High School. In the High 
School, however, except for some of the first and second 
year classes, the recitation groups are necessarily mixed. 
Inasmuch as the scheme is frankly an experiement, it is 
probably as well that it was not possible to apply the theory 
in every room since the merits of the proposition can thus by 
comparison be more readily studied. Sufficient time has not 
elapsed to warrant positive conclusions and, even if the plan 
seems highly desirable, limitations of rooms and grades will 
probably not permit its uniform adoption. Nevertheless, it is 
safe to say that no objections have appeared and that some 
definite advantages secm obvious. As a matter of instruction 
and of discipline, some teachers are better adapted to boys and 
some to girls. The general plan of work in a room can be more 
effective when the pupils are of one sex; possibly both boys 
and girls do more and better work by themselves. A healthy 
rivalry has been instituted in corresponding grades and for 
many pupils there has been an absence of natural restraint. 
While in past years there have been no serious difficulties in 
control and the relations of pupils have been generally whole- 
some and normal, the separate seating has made discipline 
somewhat easier,has largely removed any occasion for adverse 
criticism and has assisted to make more effective the teachers’ 
personal influence. Finally, pupils and teachers like the plan. 
In the absence of disadvantages, this is a strong reason for it. 
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The separate recess periods at the Grammar School have 
permitted better supervision and have doubled the play- 
ground for both boysand girls. It is still too small,but organized 
free play is now possible to a certain extent. 


Another modification in the practice of our schools has been 
that in the grades above the fifth, the semi-military style of 
marching has been abandoned for natural passing in order. 
It seemed that too much time and nervous energy of teachers 
and pupils were required to form straight lines and to keep 
step and that practically nothing was gained except a super- 
ficial appearance of good form. The possible benefits of real 
military drill were not obtained and no permanent training 
seemed to be effected. It is not surprising that one form of 
passing should have practically no permanent value nor that 
the other should foster the habit of decorum, when we con- 
sider that the former is simply the result of an external 
pressure exerted on elastic child nature,which it does not really 
modify, while the latter appeals to the child’s interest and self 
control. It seems clear that for most persons the amenities of 
life become habitual through voluntary effort and that dis- 
cipline is most effective when it is informal, sympathetic, and 
expected rather than required. ! 


PROMOTIONS AND RETARDATION 


Those pupils who have a passing mark of seventy per cent 
in all subjects and those whose marks are, on the whole, so 
high as to warrant the belief that they will undoubtedly be able 
successfully to do the work of the following grade,are promoted 
unconditionally at the end of each year. Those who seem clear- 
ly not able to be promoted are required to repeat the work of 
the grade. Between those two classes are pupils who are 
sufficiently mature or capable but who have not obtained 
such standing as to justify their unconditional promotion. 
These are carefully considered by teachers, principals and 
superintendent and in those cases where conditions seem to re- 
quire, the pupils are promoted on one month’s trial. At the 
end of this time each case is again given consideration and. 
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action is taken. In our experience it has been found that 
many pupils promoted on trial may wisely be kept in the 
higher grade. During the present year 54 out of 86, 62.7 per 
cent, have maintained themselves in the advanced position. 


In a graded system special promotions during the school 
year can not usually be wisely made because they are likely 
to cause the ommission of important topics in the various 
subjects studied. Nevertheless, it occasionally happens that 
pupils of excellent ability may, with some assistance and per- 
sistent personal effort, be advanced outside of the usual order. 
The teachers in all grades have this possibility in mind and 
every year there are a few who thus gain a year. In view, 
however, of the opportunity afforded by our advanced grades 
in which practically the same end is reached without the 
omission of work, such cases will be exceptional. Provision 
is made for them, but, relatively, the prevention of failure 
is much more important. 


The tabulation of our pupils by ages and grades in exhibit 
III gives a graphic statement of present conditions. If 
similar facts are collated for a series of years, some useful 
lessons may be learned. Our average of promotion is 90.8% 
and of failure 9.1% indicating a tendency in the right 
direction. 

ADVANCED GRADES 


Supt. Metcalf introduced the advanced sixth and seventh 
grades in the school year 1906-1907. The underlying theory 
was that a large number of pupils should be given the 
opportunity to complete the elementary course in eight years 
instead of nine. A recent compilation of the pupils now in 
school who were that year placed in the advanced sixth and 
seventh grades shows that this is correct. The exact figures 
are interesting.

Now in High School from both classes 76, or 83.5% 
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The idea has developed as ideas have a habit of doing. The 
first year one-quarter of the class promoted from the fifth 
- grade was placed in the advanced sixth, the second year a 
third, the third year a half, and this year three-quarters. 
This is probably as large a proportion of the promoted fifth 
grade as will usually be able wisely to attempt the element- 
ary course in eight years. The experience of places having 
eight years of work below the High School shows that generally 
about twenty-five per cent fail at least once in grades six, 
seven and eight. 


There are some aspects of this arrangement which deserve 
special mention. Three-quarters of our pupils are given the 
opportunity more nearly to utilize their actual capability and 
to gain a full year in the elementary course. Those who fail 
in the regular sixth or regular seventh grade may be given a 
chance in the advanced sixth or advanced seventh grade to re- 
trieve their loss. Those who fail in the advanced sixth or 
advanced seventh grades may be placed in the regular seventh 
or regular eighth grade, and thus may be saved the dis- 
couragement of absolute failure. Itmay be noted, also,that those 
who failin the regular sixth or regular seventh grades will the 
following year be placed with pupils who are likely to be some- 
what more studious than they are and that they may,in con- 
sequence, be stimulated to greater effort, and that those who 
fail in the advanced sixth or advanced seventh grades will re- 
ceive additional drill which they may need for future success- 
ful work. Exhibit III shows how few, comparatively, in our 
present seventh, eighth and ninth grades are actually repeat- 
ing work. 


The general plan seems much to be preferred to the intro- 
duction of an eight year elementary course. Combined with 
the idea of promotion on trial and individual assistance, 
given in all grades and by definite provision in the seventh, 
eighth, and ninth, it seems that it may largely eliminate un- 
necessary and harmful retardation in the grades. 
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HELP FOR INDIVIDUAL PUPILS 


In all grades, teachers give special attention to the less 
capable or less studious pupils. In some instances the wisest 
course seems to be to place them back a grade, in more they 
are assisted to secure and maintain passing standing by in 
dividual assistance. This may be given in the afternoon from 
three to four, for grades six to nine,and also for grades seven 
to nine in a special recitation period. While the general 
assistant in the Wadleigh Grammar School is conducting a 
recitation in reading, the regular teacher takes to a room pro- 
vided for the purpose those pupils who seem to require extra 
drill or assistance. These pupils are not to be regarded as 
necessarily slower than the others. They may have been ab- 
sent for a good reason and so have missed the regular work 
of a class. Whatever the. reason, their deficiencies are, so 
far as possible, remedied. 


In the High School, every teacher returns for at least one 
afternoon each week, several of them oftener, and at these 
times pupils are present, sometimes by request, frequently 
voluntarily to make up lost work or to overcome temporary 
difficulties. Furthermore, both in the High School and in 
the Wadleigh Grammar School, Principals Wixom and 
Hefflon give personal thought to pupils who seem to be 
losing ground or not to be doing so well as they should. 


It is not to be understood that we are doing anything 
unusual or novel in that we emphasize the necessity of 
caring for the pupil who is not entirely diligent or who 
requires more than his exact proportion of time if he is to 
be kept with his class. Good teachers have always done this 
and always will. It is, however, so easy for pupils to fall behind 
and the regular class work is so engrossing to the teachers that 
the need of the individual is sometimes overlooked. This we 
try to prevent. So far as we are able we mean not to permit 
our boys and girls to think that they have formed the habit 
of failure. , 
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SUGGESTIONS TO PARENTS 


The school authorities have no desire to shirk their re- 
sponsibilities. They recognize the obligation that is upon 
them to instruct the children in the schools. It is, however, 
certain that no one else can take the parents’ place in the 
education of their children, and with an appreciation of the 
interest taken by nearly all parents, the following suggestions 
are made. Attendance should be punctual and regular. 
There should be a constant and stimulating interest in what is 
studied and how well it is mastered. This interest should be 
sympathetic, not exacting, and definite. It may well be 
shown in plans for future occupation either in school or at 
work. For all grades above the fifth there should be a 
time and a place for study at home. The place should be 
away from any household distractions and should, if possible, 
be the personal property of the pupil. The time should 
usually be in a definite part of the day and should be in- 
terrupted only asa matter of urgency. The teacher and the 
principal should be consulted at once when there is any 
question, however trivial, whether the results are what may 
reasonably be expected, and they may well be seen once 
or twice a year on general principles. Those who are doing 
the class work and those who are vitally concerned for 
the pupil should know each other and should work together 
to the end that every boy and girl may have the best pos- 
sible equipment for life. 


All these things are done so commonly that the foregoing 
statements may seem superfluous. They have been made 
because they are of fundamental importance in the school 
work. 


ScHOOL SAVINGS 


Exhibit XV indicates that the school saving system in- 
augurated in grades three to six, inclusive,one year ago,and 
in grades seven, eight and nine last September, has shown its 
utility and that its place in the educational system of Win- 
chester is assured. It will be observed that during one year 
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482 pupils in grades III to IX, inclusive, have made de- 
posits aggregating $1196.62, that 253 savings bank books 
have been begun through the School Savings plan (this does 
not include books started outside of the school system); 
that the average amount of deposit is $2.48,and what 
does not appear in the table, that many boys and girls have 
twenty dollars to their credit. The total amount withdrawn 
is surprisingly small, being only $28.28, 2.3% of the total sum 
deposited. 


This is worth while. The forms used have been so planned 
that the children are trained in accuracy, in neatness, in 
business forms, and in reasonable thrift. The extra work for 
teachers has not been felt to be a burden and the foundation 
has been laid for the economic independence of many future 
citizens. It may be expected that pupils in grades seven to 
nine will not take as much interest in this movement until the 
present fourth and fifth grades shall have reached the Wad- 
leigh Grammar School, and. doubtless, the initial enthusiasm 
will lessen in the upper grades. 


TEACHERS NEEDED 


The population of the town is growing steadily. The en- 
rolment for December, 1909, is 64 larger than for December, 
1908. Of this number 37 are in the High School and 27 in the 
grades. Last year it seemed that an additional teacher would 
be necessary because at the time many rooms were almost 
full. This would have been the case but for the fact that these 
twenty-seven pupils have been so located that by great care 
it has been possible to assign them without actually over- 
crowding any rooms. At the present time, however, an 
examination of Exhibit II shows that several of the rooms in 
the Chapin, Rumford and Washington buildings have so 
many pupils that another year the onening of an additional 
room will be unavoidable. 


In the High School, the registration for 1908 was 36 larger 
than in 1907 and for 1909 it is 37 larger than in 1908, the 
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growth being from 204 in December, 1907, to 277 in December, 
1909. To provide for these extra pupils a teacher was added in 
1908 and another in 1909. Usually, one teacher should be 
allowed for every twenty-five pupils in the High School. On 
this basis, for the total increase of 73 in two years, we should 
have had three additional teachers. That we have managed 
with two has been possible (1) because many classes have 
been large, numbering from 30 to 40, and (2) because of thecare 
exercised by the Principal in arranging the courses. The total 
registration for next year, after making liberal allowance, 
based on the records for the last six years, for lapses, will 
probably reach 300, and from a careful estimate of the classes 
it appears reasonable that the increase in recitation periods 
each week will be at least thirty five. This year there are each 
week 232 recitation periods, in 1910-1911 there will probably 
be 267. 


While the high school work, as a whole, has been gradually 
growing better, more remains to be done. This will always be 
true, but there are definite needs that should be filled next 
year which cannot be filled unless we have two more teachers. 
We should have smaller classes so that each pupil may have a 
greater amount of individual attention in the class room. A 
teacher should be available for duty every hour of the day in 
the library. More time should be devoted to English in its 
various branches and to bookkeeping, typewriting and steno- 
graphy. The classroom burden should not be so heavy as to 
preclude special help for pupils who may be behind theiz 
classes either because they have missed work or because they 
need individual assistance. 


These reasonable demands may be fairly met by the addi- 
tion of two teachers. With only one, the classes will be in 
some instances still larger than they are now, the quality of 
the high school work cannot improve as it should, and the 
weaker pupils will suffer. 


The foregoing statements are not intended to imply that the 
average of work done in Winchester High School has, in my 
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judgment, been unsatisfactory. A detailed tabulation and 
comparison made last spring of twenty towns and cities 
around Boston indicated that for the school year 1908-1909, 
all facts having been reduced to the same basis of popula- 
tion, Winchester stood among the best. The exact figures 
are as follows: ratio of ninth grade pupils per 1000 of popula- 
tion— Winchester 13, places higher, 13.3, 14, 15.8, 16.6; ratio 
of high school pupils—Winchester 29.5 places higher, 30.5, 
33.7, 34.1; ratio of grammar school graduates—-Winchester 
11.4, places higher, 11.5, 11.7, 18.8, 18.6; ratio of high school 
graduates—Winchester 3.8, places higher, 4.6 (2) 4.7, 4.8, 6; 
percentage grammar school graduates, 1908, in the High School 
—Winchester 87, places higher, 89, 90 (4), 91 (2), 94. If 
we consider that conditions in all schools vary somewhat 
from year to year, we shall see that, relatively, we need 
not be anxious. 


The record has been good but the conditions have made 
it much better for those who have been fitting for college than 
for the rest. This has been due to the fact that under the law 
and from custom the high schools of the Commonwealth 
have been and are, organized as college preparatory insti- 
tutions and their courses have necessarily conformed to college 
requirements. The burden thus imposed has, in many re- 
spects, been arbitrary and hard, although from the college 
standpoint it has seemed desirable in order to secure students 
qualified to do advanced work. Fortunately, the present 
tendency is to make the requirements for college entrance 
more liberal. The new requirements are, as they should 
be, not less thorough but broader. This will render the de- 
mands on the high school pupil less exacting and will lead 
more, as it well may, to go to college. At the same time, 
there will always be in the student body of our High School 
the two groups, those who are preparing for college and 
those who are not. The opportunities for all pupils should 
be relatively equal. We have been striving to make them so. 
To make this more nearly possible, the additional teachers 
recommended are necessary. Furthermore, it would be well 
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if one of these new teachers were aman. So far as the work 
of instruction is concerned, good teaching is independent of 
sex, but the work of the teacher is not merely a matter of 
instruction. To receive the best training, our high school 
pupils should be under the influence of both men and women, 
and, in particular, there should be a sufficient number of 
men in the teaching force to hold boys in school and wisely 
to direct their varied activities. 


TEACHERS SALARIES 


The present salary schedule was arranged several years ago. 
At that time it represented a large advance over previous 
conditions. The maximum salaries in the grades and in the 
High School were then equal to those paid in other communi- 
ties requiring excellent teachers. During these years, the cost 
of living has advanced and the demands made of teachers. for 
preparation and work have been increased. In recognition 
of these things, the salaries paid in other places in more or less 
the same class with Winchester have recently been increased 
and corresponding action should be taken here. Relatively, 
our maximum salaries are not so large as they were five years 
ago nor so large as the smaller salaries paid in other places 
where it costs less to live. 


There are two aspects to this question. Salaries should be 
large enough (1) to enable teachers to live comfortably and 
tosavemoney againstarainy day and (2) tokeep good teachersin 
our service. Whether one reason or the other seems to be the 
more potent, both apply to our present conditions. I trust 
that you may be able to follow out what I am glad to 
know are your wishes in this matter, namely, to place our 
maximum salaries at a higher mark. 


UsE oF SCHOOL BUILDINGS FOR GENERAL EDUCATIONAL 
PURPOSES 


The use of the school buildings for general educational 
purposes helps to give to the town the largest possible returns 
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for the investment of time and money involved in their build- 
ing, equipment and oversight. During the present year the 
Fortnightly Club has conducted its usual summer school 
in the Chapin building, an evening class in sewing in the 
sewing room of the Wadleigh Grammar School, two classes in 
cooking in an unused room in the High School,and two courses 
of lectures and a choral class in the high school assembly 
hall; the Winchester Orchestral Society has held its rehears- 
als in the high school gymnasium or in the assembly hall; 
the Mothers’ Association has held its regular meetings in the 
High School assembly hall; and the Handicraft Society has 
had a room for the use of its members, and of those pupils in 
the High School who have been instructed in arts and crafts 
work. The additional expense has been borne by the various 
organizations concerned so that without burden to your 
appropriation you have made the High School and Grammar 
School buildings of real service to the community at times 
when otherwise they would have been idle. 


There has been some discussion in the town favorable to the 
establishment of an organization for the general benefit of the 
young people in Winchester. It has been suggested that there 
are unused school rooms which might be utilized for this pur- 
pose. This seems to be a sensible proposition and I venture to 
indicate an application. We have vacant in the Prince School 
building one large room, formerly the High School assembly 
hall, and three full sized classrooms. At a moderate expense, 
the first could be equipped as a gymnasium and the three 
smaller rooms could be fitted up for a reading room and for 
games. If general subscriptions were obtained, sufficient to 
assure competent supervision and direction, the desired ends 
might be gained. The time could easily be apportioned so that 
the rooms could be used by both girls and boys and the general 
management could be left to a Board of Trustees, on which 
you might be represented. Such an enterprise would necess- 
arily be organized solely for physical, social and educatioual 
advantages. 
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THE EXHIBITS 


The exhibits appended to this report have been compiled 
for a definite purpose. In addition to what has already been 
said, some slight reference may be made to salient features. 
Exhibits I, [land XI show that we shall require more teachers 
every year to accommodate the normal increase in attend- 
ance. It is to be hoped that we may thus surely, even though 
gradually, come to have but one grade in a room and that one 
with fewer pupils than many teachers are now obliged to in- 
struct. In the lists of graduates given in exhibit IV attention 
may well be called to those pupils whose diplomas were in- 
scribed with merited honors. The figures shown in exhibit 
III are creditable. They are as goud as most schools, and better 
than many, but they should, and probably will, improve. 


In reading exhibit XIII allowance needs to be made under 
“‘average membership” and ‘‘average membership with each 
teacher’ for the scarlet fever epidemic of a year ago. The 
actual average number of pupils in charge of each teacher 
was larger than for the year 1907-1908. The long absences of 
those who were sick reduced the nominal average membership 
and at the same time made the work of many teachers much 
more difficult. 


The cost per pupil computed on the average membership 
for 1908-1909 may also, for the same reason, be misleading. 
As a matter of comparison with the preceding year, a com- 
putation based on the net registration is more likely to afford 
a basis for logical conclusions. 


Exhibit XIV gives the reason why we are not greatly troubled 
by truancy or by violations of the compulsory school law, 
namely, we have an efficient truant officer. 


The school calendars have been planned to provide forty 
weeks of school, as required by law in high schools, to begin as 
late in September and to close as early in June as possible and 
to allow for eleven days vacation at the Christmas holidays. 
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GENERAL 


It is a particular pleasure to say what may be surmised from 
the preceding pages, that, in my judgment, our schools are 
in good order. This is not a personal matter, so there need 
be no hesitation about making the statement. The credit, toa 
large degree, belongs to the town, the School Committee, the 
teachers and my predecessor, Mr. Robert C. Metcalf. It has 
been my appreciated privilege, under your direction, to 
administer the work during the past two and one-half years. 
I trust that in this time we have made such progress as might 
reasonably be expected. 


In this report, an attempt has been made to indicate as 
briefly and as clearly as possible what has been done during 
the present year, conditions that should be known, and lines of 
desirable advance. One fundamental idea should be kept 
constantly in mind. The schools have been established for the 
training of the children who will soon be the citizens of the 
Commonwealth. Let us not be unwilling prudently to under- 
take whatever may upon careful consideration seem to con- 
' tribute to their future contentment and efficiency.
